A pub- 
lication late in the day had opened their 
eyes and sent them ina hurry to the Col- 
lector’s office. 

It was the last day for the the filing of in- 
come tax returns, and the Collector’s office 
was the sheltered corner of a sheep-yard, with 
a storm brewing. The crowds surged and 
surged all the day long, and the work of the 
clerks was hard and fast. It was heavy, too, 
and under ordinary circumstances would have 
kept the toilers warm by sheer force of their

Crowds Form in Line, 

Representatives of big corporations were 
there all day. ‘At 3 o’clock the crowd in the 
room was so great that the applicants were 
forced to stand-in line like scalpers’ proxies 
at a box office window before each of the 
twenty-four desks. 

Very few women put in an appearance. 
There was but one during two hours of the 
afternoon. She wore a shawl and a last sum-

Income tax returns received today but 
bearing a notary seal and a date sworn to 
showing they were made out yesterday will 
be accepted, 

A telegram: was received by the Collector in 
the afternoon telling him to wire the Com- 
missioner in Washington at once how the 
work was progressing and if there was much 
of a crush the last day. The answer sent was 
that the whole force was at work and was hav- 
ing a hard time to keep from being over- 
whelmed. 

The rush abated about 4 o’clock, but peo- 
ple came fairly steady all through the even- 
ing till midnight. 

‘I might as well try to tell you off-hand 
how many beans there are in a bag as to at- 
tempt to give you an accurate statement of 
the number of returns received in this office,”’ 
said Deputy Spangler.

The returns will be counted today and ar- 
ranged alphabetically.

All these will be 
forwarded to Washington, where the amount 
of the tax will be affixed and the papers sent

SECURES A RESTRAINING ORDER, 


Siegel, Cooper & Co. Prevented from Mak- 
ine an Incdme Tax Return. 

Gerson Siegel of New York, of the firm of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co., secured a. restraining 
order before Judge Showalter yesterday pre- 
venting the other stockholders and ‘ officers of 
the firm from making a voluntary return on ° 
thetincome tax. Augustus Binswanger brought 
the application. By the issuance of the order 
the firm escapes thé ‘payment of the fine, 
should the Supreme Court, to which the ques- 
tions will be carried, decide against the com- 
plainant.

Says They’re on the Pay-Roll. 


Ald. O’Neil made a motion to recommit, 
saying the South Side people wanted more 
time to study the measure This breught Ald, 
Lammers to his feet with several objections. 
He said the South Side Aldermen never gave 
the West Side a fair show, and he as- 
serted two-thirds of the South Side Aldermen 
were on the pay-roll of the Chicago City rail- 
way company. In discussing the motion Ald, 
Judah said: 

‘*If I were one of the friends of this or- 
dinance I would be in favor of its recommit- 
tal. It certainly is bad and they cannot ex- 
pect a favorable vote for it. In the first 
place it does not contain a provision limiting 
itastotime. If I had this ordinance passed 
and was Mr. McGann—I understand it is 
called the McGann ordinance—I should at- 
tach four engines to the car and run it on 
T wenty-second street down to the lake and 
so exclude the Chicago Street railway com- 
pany, and in that way get even for Mr. 
Bowen’s action in smashing his car. It con- 
tains no provision that the work shall 
be done under the supervision of the 
Commissioner of Public Works. You 
will see an ordinance on the next page 
for the West Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany and it provides that the work shall be 
done under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. I am, utterly op- 
posed to any railroad company being given 
the right of way on Twenty-second street, east 
of Cottage Grove avenue. The people don’t 
want it. I suggest to the friends of this ordi- 
nance that they had better let it go over.”’ 
Ald. Lammers wanted to know if Ald. 
Judah had drawn up the ordinance. Then 
Aid. Hepburn gave the Fifteenth Ward Alder- 
man the lie. He said: 
**This ordinance has not the frontage on 
Twenty-second street as was stated by the 
Alderman fighting for it.

Noonan Explaias the Issue. 


The meeting was called to order by Dr. 
Homer M. Thomas, who, speaking briefly of 
the unjust discrimination against the West 
Side which had chatacterized the entire his- 
tory of the city, introduced Edward T. 
Noonan, the attorney of the West Park 
Board. Mr..-Noonan said the board had 
in hand 600 acres of parks, of which 
868 acres were uncompleted, and twenty- 
three miles of boulevard, of which seven 
miles were uncompleted-- He discussed a 
circular which had been issued warning the 
people of.the Weet Side to defeat the pending 
legislation and denounced it as fintrue and 
malicious. |The Commissioners estimated 
their present need of money as follows:

The measures pending in the Legislature to 
meet this want were, Mr. Noonan said, three 
in number. One wasa mere codification of 
existing laws and decisions concerning spe- 
cial assessments. Another authorized the 
board to issue $900,000 of. twenty-year 5 
per-cent bonds. ‘The third authorized the 
board to increase its tax levy from three and 
one-half mills to five and one-half mills on 
the dollar. He drew a contrast between 
the relative revenues of the North Park 
Board and the South Park Board and the 
West Park Board, which he said was strug- 
giing along with only one-half the resources 
of the other two, though their needs were 
twice as great.

C..C. P. Holden said the West Side had the 
dog-pound, and the smallpox hospital, but was 
denied all handsome improvements.

POLICEMAN MIXED IN THE BURGLARY. 


Startling Development in the Ream-Keith 
House- Robbing Case. 

Startling developments have resulted in 
the investigation of the robbery of the resi- 
dences of N. B. Ream and Elbridge G. 
Keith. It is now said a policeman is inti- 
mately connected with the gang of robbers, 
and that his part of the work was to receive 
and dispose of the plunder. Clarence White 
and William Smith, in jail for the robbery, 
made their headquarters in the house at No. 
o8 South Carpenter street. When the police 
searched this place a pair of gPousers and a 
vest of the uniform of a city policeman were 


said he had visited the place frequently to 
see the Ryan woman. This woman was also 
arrested for complicity in the robbery, but 
was set free by Justice of the Peace Brad- 
well, the evidence not being sufficiently 
strong to hold her. In spite of the explana- 
tion made by the policeman the detectives 
refuse to say to whom the clothing belongs. 
They admit, however, that they have made 
discoveries which implicates a man hitherto 
above suspicion as an accomplice of the 
thieves. But little of the stolen goods was 
found at the house in Carpenter street. A 
careful search was made for the rest, which 
was finally located in South Omaha. From ° 
this city it had been sent td Omaha, where it 
was received by a member of the gang and 
then sent to South Omaha, The police say 
they know the man who shipped'the pack- 
age. While they say that this man must 
have had a guilty knowledge of the work 
of the thieves, they have not arrested but 
have allowed him to go free on “‘parole.”’ 

Yesterday Clarence White, William Smith, © 
and Clara Ryan were before Justice Brad- 
well. The woman was set free, but the men 
were held to the Criminal Court in bonds of 
$1,000 each, property identified by Mr. Ream 
and+«Mr. Keith being found in the room occu- 
pied by the men. 

Before they were taken to jail both were 
summoned to Judge Goggin’s court-room on 
an application for a writ of habeas corpus 
sworn out by their attorney. When the evi- 
dence was presented to him Judge Goggin 
refused to interfere, though last Friday he 
ordered the release of the men on the ground 
— they had been arrested without a war- 
rant.

W. H. Harvey, Chairman of the Executive 
committee of the Bimetallic League, whose 
headquarters aretn Chicago, has written an 
open letter to President Cleveland in answer 
to the President’s honest-money\com munica- 
tion to the Chicago businsss-men. Mr. Har- 
vey says the Chicagoans who invited Mr. Cleve- 
land te come here do not representa majority 
the businesa-men of the city; that they repre- 
sent the class that owns money and securities. 
He alleges that since the demonetization of 
silver the shrinkage of values has ied to an 
ever increasing volume of debt, until it is 
now about forty biliions of dollars, or two- 
thirds of the total value of the property in 
the United States. 

Mr. Harvey next asserts that taxes have in- 
creased, that creditors are benetited by the 
existing condition of affairs, and vne adminis- 
tration has been dominated by the.cred- 
itor . class. He thinks that if the eur- 
rency policy of the President is 
legalized it would mean the confiscation 
of the people’s property. ‘“'It is not,” Mr. 
Harvey says, **more money. that we want to 
borrow, but to pay off what we already owe; 
that the gold policy, the result of piutocratic 
legislation in Europe, sheuld be abandoned 
and the mints be again thrown open to silver 
and our stock of primary money be increased 
thereby.’’ Continuing, Mr. Harvey says: 

The gentlemen who visited you and who peti- 
tioned you represant only one ciass of our peo- 
ple. Selfish interests predominate to promote 
seifish interest when one ciass does the thinking 
forall. Broad views justly to promote the com- 
mon welfare can best be secured by a census of 
the views of all the peopie. We agree with you 
that it is time for the people to reason together, 
and to that od we respectfully ask that you 
make it possibie for pegs get printed copies 
of the act of 1792, on Which our forefathers 
based our financial system and ail subsequent 
acts, together with the act of 1873, that re- 
versed the former policy and acts subsequent 
thereto, as well as all statistical and other infor 
mation of an official nature at Washington bear- 
ing thereon. We but express your own opinion 
as President of the people when we say ali the 
peopie shouid have the opportunity to investi- 
gate and intelligently pass upon this question. 


DENVER SILVER MEN DISAPPOINTED. 


Noted Inflationist CLCeaders Fail to Arrive 
to Attend the Council. 

Denver, Coio., April 15.—tSpecial.]—The 
grand council of silver men that was adver- 
tised- to have been held here will be indefi- 
nitely postponed or the deliberations limited 
to the discussion of the national issues by 
local leaders. The principal men for whom 
they had made all arrangements for a rous- 
ing reception did not materialize. Neither 
Senator Stewart nor Jones arrived. Good 
authority says the Senator from Nevada is 
rbot. disposed to ally himself openly with thx 
new party, as he entertains the belief that 
the best results are to be drawn from the 
Republican party. Upon the letter of Cleve- 
land to the Chicago committee, Sibley de- 
clined to express an opinion beyond a state- 
ment that it was on a line with his previous 
utterances offering comfort to the working- 
man Without meaning anything. The re- 
ception this evening was largely attended, 
but the Committitee of Arrangements was 
not to carry out the program of keeping the 
wild-eyed Populists in the background. To- 
morrow, insiead of filling three halls and 
making it a general holiday, the city will be 
satisfied if there are enough to make a re- 
spectable showing at one meeting in the 
front of the Capitol.

EVANSTON’S ELECTION OCCURS TODAY. 


First Time the City Fight Is Conducted 
on Party Lines. 


Evanston will elect its municipal officers 
today. A Mayor, Treasurer, City Attorney, 
City Clerk, and eight Aldermen are to be 
chosen. For the first time in the history of 
the city party lines have been drawn and 
the Republicans have put a full tieket in 
the field. There is little doubt the greater 
part of this ticket will be elected, although 
a ‘* Citizens’’’ ticket has been put up by 
Democrats and Republicans who do not be- 
lieve in drawing party lines. 

William A. Dyehe, Republican candidate 
for Mayor, is perhaps the strongest man on 
the ticket. Mr. Dyche is comparatively a 
young man, but he has taken a prominent 
part in public affairs. He has been a mem- 
ber of the City Council ever since Evanston 
was incorporated three years ago. He also 
has been prominently identified with the 
Evanston Four-Mile League, an organiza- 
tion formed to enforce the prohibition laws 
of Evanston. His opponent’ is Dr. A. H 
Parker, a Democrat. George H. Quinian, 
present Town Collector, is the Republican 
nominee for City Treasurer, and his oppo- 
nent on the Citizens’ ticket is Dr. H. B 
Hemenway. Fred Whitfield of South Ev- 
anston was the party nominee for City At- 
torney, and George S. Baker, the present 
incumbent, is his opponent. For Clerk Geo 
Bogart and Capt. Orr arein the race. ' 

Two propositions are to be voted on today: 
To adopt civil service methods in municipal 
appointments, and whether to issue bonds to 
the amount of 338,000 with which to estab- 
lish a municipal electric lighting plant.

JEWELS ARE STOLEN. 


OHILEAN LEGATION ROBBED OF $6,- 
500 IN DIAMONDS AND PEARLS. 


Supposed Thief Is Jose Brauer, a Servant 
in the Family, Who Immediately 
Leaves Washington for New York, Sup- 
posedly to Sail Away to Some Foreign 
Land=Mrs. Paran Stevens’ Will Filed 
for Probate=Sorosis’ Memorial Meeting 
-General New York News. 


New York, April 15.—{Special.]—The Chil- 
ean Legation at Washington, D. C., was 
robbed tonight of $5,500 in diamonds and 
pearls by Jose Brauer, a servant, who imme- 
diately skipped town, presumably on the 
10:15 train for this city, where it is expected, 
the authorities have been wired, he will take 
a-steamer for Europe or South America. 
The stolen jewels were the property of Mme. 
Gana, wife of the Chilean Minister, Don 
Domingo Gana. The entire family went to 
the theater tonight to see Mme. Rejane in 
‘‘Mme. Sans-Gene.”” On their return about 
11 o’clock they discovered the wardrobe in 
which the jewels were kept had been broken 
open and the jewelry with $120 was gone. 
Inquiry proved that Brauer had left the 
house at 9:30. He is a South American of 
German descént. As the robbery was not 
reported to the police until 1 o’clock he had 
a three hours’ start. 


Bulk of Her Property of $1,500,000 Left in 
Trust to Her Daughter. 

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—Mrs. Pa- 
ran Stevens’ will was filed for probate today. 
It was executed May 15, 184. The Union 
Trust company is appointed executor and 
trustee, The real estate of the testatrix is 
valued at $500,000 and the personal prop- 
erty at $1,000,000. The only heir-at-law, 
Mary Fiske Paget, the daughter of Mrs. 
Stevens, through Hoadley, Lauterbach & 
Johnson, has waived the issuance of cita- 
tions of the probate of the paper and asked 
to be joined with the Union Trust com- 
pany as a petitioner for the probate. The 
testimony of ‘the subscribing witnesses will 
be taken Wednesday. 

The will, after directing that all debts be 
paid, gives to Mrs. Stevens’ sister, Fannie 
Reed, and to her son-in-law, Col. Arthur H. 
Paget of London, each $5,000 a year for life, 
payable quarterly; to her nephew, Harry 
Reed, son of. her brother, Henry Reed of 
California, $10,000; to her niece, Florence 
Reed, daughter of her brother Charles F. 
Reed of San Francisco, $10,000, and to her 
daughter, Mary BHiske Paget, wife of Col. 
Paget, all her jewelry and personal orna- 
ments for lifé. to/go at her death to her 
daughter Loyisa Paget. 

The residué of the estate is left in trust to 
the executor, the income to go to Mrs. 
Paget durings her natural life, and at her 
death the regiduary estate is to be divided 
into so many parts as Mrs. Paget shall leave 
children syrviving her, the children to re- 
ceive thé income of their respective shares 
during their respective lives. . 


MEMORIAL MEETING OF SOROSIS. 


Honors Paid to the Dead Members of the 
Society. 

New York, April 15.—{Special.]—The meet- 
ing of Sorosis this afternoon was different 
from its usual Monday feasts of reason. 
The first memorial service ever held during 
the existence of the organization took place 
at Sherry’s, and the afternoon seemed to 
those who attended the exercises rather 
like a bit of Easter Sunday. Theré were 
palms and Easter lilies to give a somewhat 
religious air to the assembly room, organ 
music and hymns took the place of the cus- 
tomary piano music and songs, and the 
usual discourses gave place to reminiscences 
and of tributes to the dead members of the 
society. During the twenty-seven years of 
its existence Sorosis has lost only fifty-six 
members by death. Four of these deaths 
have oceurred within the last year. They 
were Mrs. Lita Barney Smyles, Mrs. Ruth 
©. Delamater, President of the Chapin 
Hiome; Mrs. Naomi Compton, and Mrs. 
Lucia Forrest. The principal address of 
the afternoon was made by Mrs. Jennie C. 
Croly. Brief addresses were delivered also 
by Mrs. Helmuth and Mre. Jennie Losier. 
Poems were read by Mrs. M. A. Newton and 
Mrs. Ella Dietz Clymer. There was also 
singing, prayer, and a benediction. 


NEW CURE FOR FEVER CASES FOUND. 


Physicians, Discover in Nuclien a Valua- 
ble Remedy, 

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—Certain 
physicians of the German dispensary at No. 
328 West Forty-second street have of late 
experimented in fever cases with a certain 
fluid and in their opinion have achieved 
marvelous results. It is called nuclien, one 
of the compounds present in anti-toxine and 
the natural food of blood tissues, It is due 
to nuclien that anti-toxine sometimes cured, 
and to the poison in anti-toxine that the lat- 
ter sometimes proved fatal. Exactly what 
nuclien is and how it has operated the phy- 
sicians do not state. 

It appears Dr. Charles McClintock and 
Prof. Vaughan about a year ago, while ex- 
perimenting in their laboratory at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, discovered a fluid in the 
make-up of blood chemically represented 
by 20 parts of carbon, 49 parts of hydrogen, 
G parts of phosphorus, and 32 parts of oxy- 
gen. This was nuclien. By the inoculation 
of mice and guinea pigs by the toxines of 
various diseases they®found nuclien pos- 
sessed wonderfully restorative powers. 
Then two physicians here, Drs. Bleyer and 
Jacobsohn, took the subject up. They 
found it to a greater extent in the blood 
cells of healthy persons, and as it was also 
an ingredient of anti-toxine it was the real 
food upon which the blood tissues fed, and 
as such was nature’s own. anti-toxine. To 
change this theory into a fact it was neces- 
sary to treat and take notes of fever cases 
in every state of age, physical conditions, 
and environment. 

Nuclien was first tried on a girl 4 years 
old who had diphtheria. The fluid was hy- 
podermically introduced in a small quanti- 
ty. The temperature slowly rose, followed 
by a sudden drop. The pulse became nor- 
mal and in three days the patient showed 
no sign of disease. This case was followed 
by similar ones. Nuclien was then em- 
ployed as a fortifier agafnst contagious 
diseases and as a tonic. Of the 200 cases 
of diphtheria, scarlet-fever, measles, and 
scarlatina treated in this city with nuclien 
only nine patients, it is said, have died. 
Nuclien has not yet beéh manufactured 
from pure chemical elements by combination 
in a laboratory. It is now made from yeast, 
fish cells, or through analysis from blood 
serum,

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—The net 
result of the first day of Police Inspector 
William W. McLaughlin’s trial was the ac- 
guisition of one juror, Philip Schneider. Mr. 
Schneider, plucked from the bosom of his 


‘family, passed tonight at the Broadway Cen- 


tral Hotel in charge of two officers of the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, who took sol- 
emn oaths to keep him out of the reach of 
any influence that might be stretched out for 
him. So, while the juryman was virtually a 
prisoner, the Inspector remained free to go 
where he pleased on bail. The prosecution 
has chosen to try Inspector McLaughlin on 
the fourth of the five indictments against 
him, that charging him with extorting a 
bribe of $75 from Francis W. Seagrist Sr. 
May 9, 1891. Mr. Seagrist, whose business is 
to demolish buildings, and who deals in sec- 
ond-hand building material, was then tear- 
ing down a house in the Old Slip Precinct, of 
which police district McLaughlin was the 
Captain. Seagrist charges McLaughlin with 
demanding the money that he might violate 
the law against obstructing the sidewalks.

New York, April 15.—[Special.]—The body 
of Reed Waddell, the man who was killed in 
aris March 27 by Tom O'Brien, the bunko- 
man, will be taken to Springfield, Ill, to- 
night. It reached New York yesterday on 
the Gascogne. Waddell was well known 
to the police as the originator of the gold 
brick swindle, and was rich. It was Wad- 
dell who assisted O’Brien to escape from 
Utica a few years ago.

The tax is not uniform because it varies ac- 
cording as the property belongs to an individual 
or to more than one individual. Salaries due to 
State, county, and municipal officers are exempt-

counties, and municipalities are independent of 
the general government, and the tax is imposed 
upon incomes not taxable under the Constitution 
of the United States. é 

The income tax is unconstitutional in that it 
imposes a tax upon property rights vested prior 
to the passage of said act and it deprives per- 
sons of property without due process of law. It 
is unconstitutional because it compels corpcra- 
tions and persons to disclose and produce their 
private books, and imposes 4 penalty for refus- 
ing to do so, which is in violation of Arts.

SUIT WORRIES REVENUE OFFICIALS. 


Siegel, Cooper & Co, Case May Be the First | 


of a Great Number. 

Washington. D. C., April 15.—[Special. ]— 
There is no option given to Internal Revenue 
Collectors as to receiving returns for income 
taxes. The last Congress extended the limit 
of time to April 15, and after today the pen- 
alties accrue under the law. At the same 
time Collectors,. it is understood, have re- 
ceived private instructions to construe the 
law as liberally aa possible. They were au- 
thorized to keep their offices open until mid- 
night, and they may possibly exercise some 
discretron about the imposition of penalties. 
Revenue ofticials are much _ exercised 
over the outcome of the injunction suit in 
Chicago, as they fear it is only 
the beginning of litigation all over the coun- 
try. The Supreme Court in its recent de- 
cision upset the previous theory that injunc- 
tion suits could not be maintained to prevent 
the collection of taxes, and the court of last re- 
sort itself ordered the lower court to so mod- 


ify its decision as to restrain the trust com-' 


panies from making returns of paying taxes 
on rentals and interest on bonds. If stock- 
holders can secure injunctions restraining 
corporations from paying the tax, the Treasury 
is likely to tind itself with suits to attend to 
in every Federal court in the country and 
the prospect for an immediate increase in the 
daily cash balances is proportionately 
gloomy. 

Copies of the petition asking a rehearing of 
the income tax question were handed around 
to members of the United States Supreme 
Court today. Attorney-General Olney and 
ex-Senator Edmunds were in court in the in- 
terest of the government and the appellants 
respectively, but there was no occasion for 
them to act in the matter. It is generally be- 
lieved about the court that the decision on the 
petition will not be announced until next 
Monday. The petition names the cases of 
Charles Pollock vs. The Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company end Lewis H. H.. Reid vs. T 
Continental Trust company of New York a& 
those desired reheard. The counsel whose 
names are attached to the petition are coon 
H. Choate, Clarence A. Seward, Benjamin H. 
Bristow, William D. Guthrie, David Wilcox, 
and Charles Steele. The petition sets forth 
the imperative need of a final determination 
by a full bench of the questions as to which 
the court was equally divided. 


Wants the Whole Case Reargued. 


Dissatisfaction with the decision of the 


court seems to be general, and it is believed 
the administration will do all in its power to 
secure a rehearing of the case. The govern- 
ment, however, will not consent.to a reargu- 
ment of any particular question involved, but 
will insist thatufa rehearing is granted the 
whole case be reargued. The only point de- 
cided by the court which meets with the ap- 
proval of the government is that exempting

In addition it 
is manifest that until some decision is reached 
the courts will be overwhelmed with litigation 
upon these questions and the payment and col- 
lection of the tax will be most seriously embar- 
rassed. Every taxpayerto any considerable ex- 
tent will pay the tax under protest and sue to 
recover the same, and. if necessary, 
sue out his writ of error to this 
court.

Mexican ‘cattle to Be Admiited, After 
Rigid Inspection, for Immediate 
Sinaghter or for Shipment=—Shortage 
of tlre American Crop Figured by Mor- 
ton at 275,000 Head—Necessity of Im- 
‘ preved Crop Reports Discussed=—Easter 
Ege-Rolling Enjoyed at White House, 
Washington, D. C., April 15.—In view of 
the great rise in the price of beef and the 
scarcity of cattle the Chief of the Bureau of 
Avimal Industry, Dr, Salmon, has recom- 
mended to the Secretary of Agriculture the 
admission of Mexican cattle into the United 
Stutes under stringent regulations calculated 
toinsure a rigid inspection of all cattle ad. 
mitted. Itis hoped by this means to check 
the tendency to excessive prices to the con- 
sumer w'thout injuriously affecting the inter- 
ests of the beef producer. In accordance 
with these recommendations Secretary Mor- 
ton today issued the following special order 
concerning importation of cattle from Mex. 
. 4 
ane hereby ordered that the regulations of this 
department. issued Feb. 5, 1895, defining the 
narantine line, on account of Texas or splenitic 
ever, and the regulations of Feb, 11, 1895, con- 
cerni the importation of animals into the 
United States, are modified so far as they relate to 
the admis-ion of Mexican cattle into the United 
States, as follows: Mexican cattie which have 


been inspected by an inspector of this depart- 
ment and found free from any infectious or con- 


tagious diseases may admitted into 
that portion of the State of Califor- 
nia, south and west of the said quar.

Big Shortage in American Unttte. 

Mr. Morton said today there was nothing 
new in the matter of the higher prices for 
beef. The Secretary said there was a short- 
age of about 275,000 head of cattle, and that 
the short corn and grass crops in previous 
years had something to do with the rise. It 


is expected that Dr. Salmon, who. is making 


the investigation, will go to Chicago before 
his report is completed. 

An official of the Agricultural Department, 
discussing the increase in the price of cattle, 
‘gays that it may have been occasioned by the 
decrease in the corn crop of the last few 
years. The last great crop of the country 
was that grown ..in 1891 and available in 
1892. It amounted to 2,000,000,000 bushels. 
The crop of 1892 was 1,6380,000,000; that of 
1893, 1,620,000,000 bushels, and the crop of 
1894 less than 1,200,000,000 bushels. It is 
true the farmers have used wheat for cattle 
food during the depression of price of this 
cereal, but the falling-off of the corn crop, 
in the opinion of the official, may have had 
more to do with the rise than anything else. 
Another reason for the decreasein the num- 
ber of cattle is given in the fencing in and 
the closing up of many of the stgck ranges 
and ranches. The settlement of the West- 
ern States by small farmers has made stock- 
raising in great herds less profitable, and it 
is.said the increase in cattle has not nearly 
kept pace with the increase in populatian of 
the country.: . 

The competition in cattle from Argentina 
and Australia has bes something of a 
drawback to the satthollen in this country. 
In both countries cattle can be raised much 
more cheaply than in the United States. 
This same official said Argentina was the 
great agricultural rival. of the United States. 
It was far enough south of the equator to 
grow all food products produced in the 
United States. Its northern borders were 
about as tropical as the soutitern borders of 
the United States. Its soils were rich. The 
great fertile plains offered many advan- 
tages to the bonanza farmers. They are 
opening up @ country such as the United 
States was twenty-five years ago. In the 
harvests Argentina has the advantage of 
cheap labor. Ship loads of Italians are 
brought over at every harvest and returned 
after the harvest is over. The markets of 
the world have already been affected by 
the food products of Argentina. It is the 
opinion of the official who spoke on.this sub- 
ject that the United States will in the future 
find a formidable competitor in agricultural 
products in the Argentine Republic. 


BETTER CROP REPORTS ARE NEEDED 


Morton and Board of Tride Men Discuss 
Collection of Statistics. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.—Delegates 
from the National Board of Trade met in the 
rooms of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion today to discuss improvements in the 
methods of gathering government crop re- 
porte and statistics. The meeting was called 
to order by A. C. Raymond of Detroit, who 
explained that it grew out of a resolution on 
the-subject introduced at the meeting of the 
National Board of Trade in Washington last 
January. J.C. Brown, statistician New York 
Produce Exchange; G. D. Rogers, Minneap- 
olis Board of Trade; George S. Stone, Chica- 
go Board of Trade; Denrison B. Smith, To- 
ledo Produce Exchange; Charles B. Murray, 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce; William 
Ray, New YorkCotton Exchange; M. H. 
Davis, Winter Wheat Millers’ League; Frank 
B. Howard, Chicago Board of Trade; William 
R. Trucker, Philadelphia Board of Trade; 


and William G. Boyd, Merchants’ Exchange,

Secretary of Agriculture Morton, being 
asked to address the gathering, said he pre- 
sumed the delegates were aware they were 
entering upon an inquiry- of great gravity 
and difficulty, It-was a matter between two 
great classes, the producers and consumers. 
What was needed, he said, in order to get 
accurate statistics was am annual crop cen- 
sus, upon which approximate facts of crop 


_ &@creage could be obtained. Some persons 
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thought this was too expensive. He had dis- 
cussed the matter with the President and 
he believed it was the only way. It had 
been estimated it would cost $500,000 a 
year, but the Secretary believed that even if 
it should cost three times as much as this it 
Would be money well expended. He assured 
the members present the Agricultural De- 
partment was anxious to codperate with them 
in improving the crop reports. 

Henry Robinson, statistician of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, explained some 
length the methods now employed in obtain- 
ing information upon which crop reports 
were prepared.

FIGURES OF EXPORTS AND. IMPORTS. 


Months the Excess of Exports 
Has Been $87,234,745. 


Washington, D, C., April 15.—The regular 
monthly statement of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, issued today shows imports and exports 
during the month of March, 1895, and during 
the nine months of the present year, with 
comparisons with the same periods in 1894, 


as follows: 

Exports of merchandise during March, 1895, 

64,875,007, as against $70,607,500 during 

arch, 1894. Imports of merchandise during 
March, 1895, $69,294,807, as against $65,455.,- 
625 during March, 1894. During March, 1895, 
therefore. the excess of imports over exports was 
$4,419,890, whiie in March, 1894, the excess of 
exvoorts over imports was $5,151,875, making a 
difference of $9.571,675. During the nine months 
of the présent fiscal year the vaiue of merchan- 
dice exported was $622,760,675 and the amount 
iniported $535,525.930, leaving an excess of ex- 
ports of $87.234,.745, as against excess of ex- 
ports of $228,457,354 during the same period in 
isv4. 

The amount of gold imported during March, 
1895, was $7,258,621; exported $3,135,219. 
The exports of gold during the nine months 
amounted té6 $61,529,986 and the imports $23,- 
283,945. The exports of siiver coin and buliion 
during the nine mouths amounted to $38,948.,- 
166 and the imports $6,846,245. 

The total number of immigrants that arrived 
in this country during the iast niné months was 
wep against 218,724 during the same period 
in 1894.

RAISES DUTIES ON BREADSTUFFES. 


Sweden Advances Its Tariff on Wheat, Corn, 
Flour, Barley, Peas, and Beans. 
Washington, D.C., April 15.—Sweden has 
now joined the other countries of Europe in 
increasing the duty on breadstuffs, as is 
shown by a report to the State Department 
from United States Consul Boyesen at Goth- 
enberg. In spite of considerable agitation 
by certain protectionists, he says, the duty 
on pork, paper, and leather remains as yet 
unchanged. The new d@uties are ‘as foilows: 
Bread, 2 cents per kilo; rye, wheat, barley, 
Indian corn, peas, and beans, 99 cents per 
100 kilos; flour, $1.74 per 100 kilos; malt, 
$1.34; other grains, 99 cents; and cement, 16 
cents per 100 kilos. The duty on copper wire 
and electric cables (save submarine, which 
are free) is 67 cents per kilo. A drawback 
of 1.6 cents per kilo has been granted to the 
exporters of bread.

GREEWHUL AND MORRIS FIGHT FOR 
OAPTLE FEEDING OONTRAOT, 


President: of the Whisky Trust and the 
Ex-Director Make Formal Answer to 
the Charges Preferred by Receiver Mc- 
Nulta=They Assert They Never Profit- 
ed by Their Official Kelations in Mak- 
ing the Contract, and Ask That It Be 
Not Disturbed. 

President Greenhut and ex-Director Nelson 
Morris of the whisky trust made answer yes- 
terday to some of the charges made against 
them. In the United States Circuit Court, 
through their attorney, Edwin Walker, they 
fiied a joint answer to the petition of Receiv- 
er McNulta to have the cattle feeding con- 
tract declared void. Inthesame court Mor- 
ris filed his reply to the Reorganization com- 
mittee’s bill against him, Greenhut, Sam 
Woolner, and P. J. Hennessy, charging the 
diversion of nearly $300,000 in the purchase 
of distilleries by the trust. Greenhut has 
made no answer to this bill, which as it 
names several defendants, will require a 
separate answer from each. Mr. Walker 
says Greenhug has until May 1 to do so, 

Morris’ angwer to the Reorganization com- 
mittee’s bill is brief, It waives the privilege 
accorded him to make answer without swear- 
ing to the statements, and gives a sweeping 
denial under oath to all the charges of fraud 
in the distilleries transaction. ‘lhe joint an- 
swer of Morris and Greenhut in the cattle 
feeding contract matter is in reality for the 
most part made by Morris. He asserts that 
under the contract in one year he made much 
money, but in another, he declares, he lost 
over $130,000. Greenhut avers the price 
provided to be paid by Morris was fair and 
that the contract was a good thing for 


the trust. As in the case of the 
separate . answer made by Morris, 
the joint answer is made under 


oath and Greenhut and Morrisin it swear 
they-never profited by the official relations in 
making the contract. Admission is made 
Seen 30 owns part of the 15,000 cattle now 
bting fed, but this interest, it is asserted, was 
acquired after the contract was made, 

A correspondence between Morris and 
Greenhut is iac uded in the answer, which be- 
comes interesting in view of their udmitted 
joint ownership of the cattle. No direct reply 
is made to the charge in the receiver's biil 
that- Morris was furnisbed corn meai to feed 
his cattle at the price of slops. The answer 
asserts that some of the complainant’s charges 
are argumentative and also that everything 
received was paid for. There is no denial of 
the eourt’s jurisdiction. The customary 
prayer thatcormnplaints be dismissed is con- 
tained in both answers, which, of course, will 
be resisted. Itis said the respondents will 
seek for an immediate reference of the cause 
toa master and begin taking testimony. 


Purport of the Joint Answer. 


Stripped of its legal verbage the joint 
answer of Morris and Greenhut in the cattle 
feeding matter admits when the receiver was 
appointed the respondents owned 15,000 
cattle, which were being fed under the con- 
tract of Feb. 24, 1802, between Morris and 
the trust. Morris owned six-sevenths of the 
cattle and Greenhut the remainder and they 
were jointly interested in buying, selling, and 
feeding them, but the answer denies that 
Greenhut had any interest in the cattle feed- 
ing contract and that it was entered into on 
behalf of Morris and Greenhut as charged. 
The va ue of the cattle now being fed is given 
as exc: eding $1,000,000. The termination of 
the contract prior to Junel, would work great 
damage to the respondents, for the court is 
told it is wholly impracticable to remove 
them to other distiuleries for feeding, for 
which purpose they were purchased. As to 
the charge made by the receiver that six cents: 
a bushel paid for s:ops furnished the respond- 
ent is not fair nor reasonabie, the answer sets 
outs that the price, if not in excess of what the 
trust could obtain, was at least above the av- 
erage. 

Denying the receiver’s charge th-¢ the trust 
will receive no profit during the present year, 
the respondents aver, on information and be- 
lief, that the profits and benefits will be sub- 
stantial. 

Speaking for himself Morris then avera that 
he contracted to pay six cents a bushel for the 
slops in all of the distilleries named in his 
contract whether or not he furnished cattle to 
consume the materia!. During the first feed- 
ing season under the contract between Octo- 
ber and June his stock occupied substantially 
all the barn capacity of the aistilleries and he 
paid the trust for that period $287,420. In 
the season of 1893 and 1894 he paid $254,- 
O35. In the first year, he informs the court, 
the profit resulting to Morris was $188,182, 
bat the second year, he states, resulted in a 
loss of $133,910. The amount of capital in- 
vested by the respondent each year was about 
$2,000,000. In the last year of the 
contract, beginning in October, 1894, 
Morris tells the court the trust informed him, 
owing to the large stock of spirits on hand,*it 
would not open distilleries for manufacturing 
spirits until December. The only distillery 
that couid or did furnish any feed during the 
last year of the contract, prior.to Dec. 1, was 
the Riverdale house. In consequence of this, 
Mr. Morris states, his business was injuriously 
affected. Dec. 1, 1894, the trust opened the 
Monarch and Manhattan distilleries, with a 
capacity of 4,500 bushels daily. 


Corre«pondence with the Trust. 


The court is presented witha copy of a reso- 
lution passed by the directors of the trust two 
weeks later, as follows: 

Resolved, That Mr. Nelson Morris be notified 
that the house named below will be started on 
the 28th day of December, so as to have slop on 
the. lst day of January, provided he will put 
cattle in the barns by that time and will agree to 
pay for the slop monthly, as usual, leaving any 
question of damages for failure to run earlier or 
any more houses in abeyance, to be settied with- 
out prejudice to either party in consequence of 
such failure, we agreeing to furnish the cattle at 
least six months’ feed, the first three houses 
being already running and cattle in: The Mon- 
arch distillery, 3,000 busbels; Manhattan, 1.500 
Riverdale, 700; Consolidated, 1,000; Wabash, 
3.200; Great Western, 3,200; St. Paul, 2,200; 
total, 14,800. 

Peoria, Lli., Dec. 14, 1894. 

Morris, the answer continues, wrote the 
trust a receipt of the resolution declining the 
proposal. In his letter, which is incorporated 
in the answer, he stated that the time for buy- 
ing ranch cattle to be fed was past except at 
from 50 cents to $1 per hundredweight more 
than they cost in August and September, He 
made a counter proposition as follows: 

For the purpose of reducing my loss and your 
liability as much as 1 can I propose as follows: 
Withoit prejudice to my rights, I to begin to put 
cattle in as many of the barns specified in the 
reso.ution as 1 can get cattle for, all the condi- 
tions respecting price of the food to be the same 
as provided in my contract of Feb. 24, 1892, 
with your company, but the price in no event to 
begim until the time the cattle go in, and only 
for as many cattle as go in, you to agree that you 
will furnish the cattle at least six months’ feed 
continuously, 1 wish to add here I do not think 
it will be pussible to get the cattle necessary to 
put in the St. Pauli barns and may also not be 
able to get all the cattle for the other barns for 
the reasons stated above, it to be understood that 
all the foregoing shall in no manner operate to 
deprive me of any of my rights under my con- 
tract of Feb. 24, 1892, or in any way or in any 
pre pentane me or prevent me at any time 
hereafter in my discretion, as I may see fit, from 
beginning suit for your breach of said contract 
or otherwise, if 1 sheuld determife to dismiss 
my suit now pending against you, the intent of 
this letter being simply to attempt to reduce the 
amount of my damage and the amount of your 
liability tome. Yours truly, NELSon Morris. 
Dec. 26, 1894, the said company replied 
to his letter as follows: : 

Your letter of the 26th inst. directed to this 
company has n duly received and contents 
submitted to our Board of Directors. We agree 
to the proposition containedin your letter and 
appreciate the difficuities you mention in procur- 
ing proper feeding cattle at this time of the year, 
but :ie directors desire you to do the best you 
can in that respect and fill up the barns men- 
tioned in the resolution with cattle as rapidly as 
ssible, it being understood that you shail not 
charged for feed on the cattie only from day 
to day as they are putin. It must be understood, 
bowever, that we do not wish you to putin cat- 
tie any later than Feb. 1, as we would not care 
to run the distillery for feeding cattle | longer 
than six months from Feb. 1, 1895. e hove 
you will use every epdeavor to get the cattie in 
as rapidly as possible. Yours truly.

Cannot Remove the Cattle, 


On receipt of this Morris, he informs the 
court, began purchasing cattle. and in Janu- 
ary, 1895, tilled the barns of the distilleries 
named in the resolution, and practicaily all 
the cattle remain there now and ure being 
fed by the trust, They cannot be removed 
befure July without great damage to him, the 
respondent avers. If the receiver has been 
advised that the performance of the contract 
will prejudice any deterence the trust desires

After denying again that Greenhut Has any 
interest in the contract or that it was made by 
Morris, the director, on behalf of himself and 
Greenhut, and after admitting again that 
Greenhut has an interest in the cattle derived 
from a subsequent contract between him and 
Morris, both respondents join in defending 
the contract. Morris, the court is told, was 
engaged in cattle-feeding more extensively 
than any other person. The directors thought 
it advisable to secure a term of years contract 
that provided a fair average price for slops. 
Morris, the respondents aver, secured no spe- 
cial privileges under it and the interests of the 
trust were promoted, 

As to the receiver's charge that no benefit 
would accrue to the trust under the clause of 
the contract providing for a division of the 
net profits over $8 per head, averment is 
made that the trust would have received an 
amount ia excess of any distilling company 
the present season, had Morris been allowed 
to hil the barns Oct. 1, 1894. There will 
still be a substantial benetit to the corpora- 
tion, court is told, if the contract is uninter- 


rupted. The respondents deny they received 
any obenetits. by reason of their rela- 
tions to the trust. Morris te.ls 
the court some of the charges 


in the receiver’s, petition are argumentative 
and others false. Greenhut avers that he 
acted in good faith as director in approving 
the contract. Morris, speaking for himself, 
concludes the answer by stamping as untrue 
the charges that he ever received any slops 
from the trust save what he was entitled to, 
and avers that he paid full vaiue for every 
thing. , 
Discussing the Main Charges. 


The answer made by Morris to the bill filed 
by Receiver McNuilta and the Reorganization 
committee, after a denial of knowledge that a 
Reorganization committee exists, save such 
as the defendant has learned by hearsay, 
plunges into a discussion of the main charges 
in the bill of complaint. Morris admits that 
he was present asa director when the trust’s 
board voted to purchase the Nebraska Central 
and Star and Crescent Distilieries, Treasurer 
Hobart was authorized to purchase the dis- 
tilleries, and they, the court is informed, were 
duly purchased from Samuel Woolner. As 
to the exact amounts paid the defendant has 
no recollection, but he states he believes the 
fact appears on the records of the trust. He 
admits that Woolner received $25,000, and 
may-have received $10,000 additional to 
cover solicitors’ fees, but to the best of the 
defendant’s knowledge the books of the trust 
will show itall. Morris informs the court 
that he has never had any knowledge of any 
discrepancy between the prices paid by the 
trust for the distilleries as shown by the 
books and the prices alleged to have been 
actually. received by Sam Woolner for the 
houses. He admits he and all the directors 
received $300 a month for their services, and 
this says the answer is all the compensation 
the defendant ever received directly or indi- 
rectiy. In more emphgtic terms, denial is 
given to the charges that Morris profited by 
the deal for the distilleries. Neither alone nor ’ 
in connection with any of the parties named- 
in the bill of complaint the defendant swears 
did he in any way procure the purchase of the 
distilleries named at the purchase price of 
$1,685,000, or at any sum other than shown 
on the books. Hedenies all knowledge of 
any purchase price or prices except those re- 


corded, He denies that he has ever 
received directly or indirectly any 
money or proceeds of any nature 
from -Greenhut, Woolner, or any others 


as aresult of the distillery purchases. He 
has no knowledge of any receipt of money by 
Greenhut in the deal, he tells the court, or of 
any by Woolner save the amounts before 
mentioned, and they appear on the books, and 
im all matters referred to in the bill of com- 
plaint he acted with Directors Corning, 
French, Curtis, Terrell, and Green, who are 
not made parties in the receiver’s complaint. 

Concluding the answer just before the af- 
fidavit signed by the defendant which winds 
it up. the court is informed: 

** All averments in said bill of complaint to 
the effect that this defendant has ever 
profited directly or indirectly out of the 
negotiations and transactions referred to in 
said bill of complaint are maliciously false.’’

BEAR AND BULL FIGHT AT LAREDO, 


Former Dies of the Punishment in the 
Ring—Keeper Rooke Dead, 
Laredo, Tex., April 15.—George Rooke, 
keeper of the lion Parnell, died yesterday 


received last Friday while standing near the 
lion’s cage. The beast so lacerated his arm 
and shoulders that amputation was neces- 
Sary, but he died without fully recovering 
consciousness after the operation.

LAWYER’S FEE A LIEN 


JUDGE TULEY’S IMPORTANT RULING 
ON DAMAGE AGREEMENTS, 


Attorney Washington's Claim Against the 
Chicago City Railway Company on a 
Jad¢gment for Mrs. Fanny Yancey 
Held to Be Valid—Similar Case Against 
the North Side Company Pending 
Before Judge Stein—Records of the 
_ Various Courts and'the Calls for Today. 


Juge Tuley has made an important ruling 
on the subject of attorneys’ fees in personal 
injury cases, holding that a plaintiff may 
make, in advance of trial, a valid and bind- 
ing agreement by which his attorney can 
acquire a definite interest in and equitable 
lien upon the cause of action and any judg- 
ment recorded therein for his fees and dis- 
bursements; and that if the defendant, after 
notice of such an agreement, settles the 
claim he must do so subject to the attorney’s 
wishes. This ruling grows out of a suit for 
damages brought by Mrs. Fanny Yancey 
egainst the Chicago City railway company 
for personal injuries received in January, 
1887, while she was a passenger on one of its 
trains. Before commencing the suit, as al- 
leged, she entered into an agreement with 
Louis Washington, as her attorney, to pay 
the costs and give him as his fee 45 per cent 
of the judgment. If there were no judg- 
ment recovered he was togyender his services 
for nothing. 

The case was tried before Judge Anthony 
and resulted in a judgment for Mrs. Yancey 
for $1,700 against the railroad company. 
The company appealed to the Appellate 
Court and Washington served upon the 
company verbal and written notices of his 
interest in the judgment. In May, 1889, the 
Appellate Court affirmed the judgment, 
whereupon the railroad peoplé took a fur- 
While 
the case was pending there they effecteda 
settlement with Mrs. Yancey for $1,000, thus 
putting an end to all court proceedings. 

After this the railroad corpomation and 
Mrs. Yancey ignored Attorney Washington 
and refused to pay him his fee. He fileda 
bill in equity, stating all the facts and ask- 
ing the court to grant him his 45 per cent, as 
agreed upon with his client, of the $1,700 
It was also 
asserted by him that the settlement was 
fraudulent and intended to cheat him out of 
his fees. The answer of the railway com- 
pany set up that the payment of the $1,000 
to Mrs. Yancey was a full satisfaction of 
her claims and those of her attorney, and 
denied that it had been notified of the agree- 
ment as-Mr. Washington asserted. 

Judge Tuley found that the evidence sus- 
tained the claims of the attorney. It was 
shown that he had assumed, also, liabilities 
to other attorneys for services in assisting 
him in the trial and in the Appellate Court, 
and had received nothing for his services, 
and that the company had notice as claimed 
before the settlement. Judge Tuley held 
that the company was bound, after notice, 
to respect the attorney's lien, and accord- 
ingly authorized a decree requiring the Chi- 
cago City Railway to pay Mr. Washington 
45 per cent of the amount of the judgment of 
$1,700, wih interest from the date of its entry 
$1,700, with interest from the flate of entry 
in 1889, the railway compa to pay the 
costs. A similar case in which a like decree 
was obtained against the North Chicago 
Street railroad company before Judgé. 
Stein is now pending in the Appellate Court.

MARKED ADVANOES IN THE STREET 
RAILWAY STOOKS. 


Upenine Prices Proved the Strongest for 
the Day=The Market Closed Dull, with 
Quotations Below the Highe:«t Point 
Touched — High - Sterling Market = 


Growth of the Illinois State Bankers’ 


Association=Preparations of the An- 
nual Convention. 

More strength was displayed in the stock 
market yesterday than it has developed in 
a single day in a long time before. The 
greatest strength was shown at the open- 
ing, however, and closing prices were under 
the highest quotations made. The market 
was active on the morning call and there 
was some evidence of increasing public in- 
terest, but the decided duliness of the sec- 
ond call does not indicate that public inter- 
est is as yet widespread. The strength ‘of 
New York is of course encouraging to the 
local bulls, but it seems doubtful if there 
is wide enough public interest in the mar- 
ket on which to base any. well maintained 
boom.

West Chicago opened at a % point ad- 
vance, the first sale being 1174, and it moved 
up easily to 118%. On the second call there 
seemed to be no orders on either side of the 
market at quotations which would permit 
of any trading. There were a few sales of 
West Side, and the closing quotation was at 117%. 
This was an advance of only 4% from the opening, 
but it marked a rise of % from the last sale Satur- 
day.

MUNICIPAL FIRE INDEMNITY FOR 
ONTARIO TOWNS 


Bill Proposed to Enable Cities to Carry 
the Insurance of Citizens=Faults in the 
Plan=Milwaukee Business-Men to Ask 
an Investigation of the Fire Depart- 
mente-The Organizition Alleged to Be 
in a State of Inefficiency=Notes of the 


Inaurance World, s 
Municipal fire insurance is being pretty 
content discussed throughout Ontario. 
Thomas Caswell has drafted a bill, which he 
asks the Ontario Legislature to pass, to en- 
able municipalities to become their own in- 
surers against fire. The Mayors and the 
members of the City Councils of several 
places in Canada have declared in favor of 
the proposed plan. The argument that is 
made in favor of municipal insurance is 
that one town shall not be made to pay for 
the misfortunes of another. A town, for 
example, which during ten years has paid 
annual premiums of $50,000 and has sus- 
tained losses which are covered by insur- 
ance of only $20,000, figures that the townis 
out $30,000 a year, and on this basis is pro- 
posed municipal insurance, making each 
town bear its own losses and no more. This 
plan has been tfied in the past with vary- 
ing success. So long as the losses remain 
light or even normal a town could afford to 
carry its own insurance. 

The trouble is, there is the unforseen

Fashion went to the Auditorium last night, 
put not alone. Love of music and devotion 
to. the genius of Wagner went with it to 
near “ Die Walkure,” the first production 
of the week of Wagnerian opera in German. 
It was an auspicious first night. The 
t audience, for the most part probably 
moved by pride of patriotism, was in sym- 
patby with the spirit of the composition. 
It was not the audience that went to the 
frst night of Italian opera. If one did not 
read the faces of the throng in the lobby 
. one had but to listen and the tongue of the 
Fatherland told that there were many who 
were paying tribute to the achievement of a 
compatriot. The German element was dom- 
jnant in the big audience. It was an audi- 
ence which came to listen to the music for 
music’s sake. Many carried the score of the 
opera with them. 

“Tristan und Isolde’’ was to have been 

roduced the first night. The illness of Frau 
Sucher followed the announcement, and it 
was not until yesterday afternoon that the 
substitution of ‘“ Die Walkure ” for “‘ Tris~ 
tan und Isolde ’’ was found to be unavioda- 
ble. The people who brought scores of the 
opera had not sufficient notice in the greater 
number of instances to come prepared to fol- 
low the music of the opera sung last night. 
For this reason some who came exchanged 
their seats for Wednesday night and went 
home. , 

But for this fact the audience, which was 
large enough to fill the house, would have 
been sufficiently augmented to have packed 
it to‘overfiowing. 

If there were any disappointments by rea- 
son of the change of bill ample amends were 
made by the extraordinary cast in ‘Die 
Walkure.”’ 

Another compensating feature was found 
in the fact that “Die Walkure”’ is the first of 
the trilogy, or series of operas, comprising 
“Siegfried”’ and “‘Gotterdammerung”’; and 
given first, it afforded an opportunity to hear 
them in sequence. ‘‘Lohengrin’’ follows to- 
morrow night. The production of ‘‘Sieg- 
fried” takes place Thursday, and is followed 
by—'Gotterdammerung.”’ 


Change of Bill Has a Bricht Side. 


Mr. Damrosch in a short conversation after 
the second act expressed his appreciation o£ 
the large” audience and the enthusiasm.

How the Singers Did Their Work. 


The change of operas was atoned for, as 
far as lay in the power of the management, 
by the substitution of an opera in which 
most nearly the identical ensemble was em- 
ployed. 

Herr Alvary’s first appearance on the stage 
was a signal for applause, quickly stilled by 
hisses for silence. It was a German—not an 
Itallan—opera audience. This throughout 
the evening was evident in the manner in 
which appreciation was shown. 

Herr Alvary’s chief charm must remain 
in his action and declamation. His constant 
use of open tones and forcing of the voice

livery of the more tender phases. In heroic 
pessages he is best, though prone to falsé 
intonation. In action he is dignified, no- 
ble of bearing, and statuesque of pose. 
At the close of the first act in the:great 
ecene with Sieglinde he aroused the audience 
thoroughly. If the quality of tenderness 
was absent: from his voice, it was not from 
his action, and in the opening portion of the 
second act must be placed with his best 
achievements of the evening.

The Profligate’”’ is in four acts. There is 
one finely dramatic situation in it at the end 
of the third act, but the audience has waited 
Se patiently for it that when it comes at last 
it is a question whether it was worth the 
wearisome waiting. Little or no comical re- 
lief is afforded in the action, all the types 
being of the conventional British pattern, 
and all of them are more or less awkwardly 
enacted by American actors.. The scene 
changes after the first act to Italy, and re- 
turns in the last and very unsatisfactory act 
te London. Miss Burroughs when she first 
appears as the bride is the pretty brunette 
she always has been, but she emphasizes 
rather than redeems the utter insipidity of 
the character. So shallow a person as she is 
could not possibly be capable of the 
woes which she is depicted in the 
latter part of the play as enduring. 
The man she marries, Dunstan Renshaw, 
played by Mr. John E. Kellerd, is somewhat 
vulgarly portrayed in the earlier scenes, 
when the object is to impress his dissipa- 
tion on the audience: and the spectators 
are entirely unconvinced of his sincerity 
when later“in the play he is represented as 
being passionately devoted to his angelic 
wife. A hopelessly stereotyped character is 
Janet Preece, the deceived country girl, 
who becomes the Nemesis of the profligate 
throughout the action. The part of this 
sad, white-faced victimpis played with oc- 
casional gleams of FeéM@f”power by Miss 
Eleanor Perry, who, despite her ungrateful 
role, shows that her talent is not en- 
crusted with theatrical affectation, as 
is the ability of most of her as- 
sociates. Mr. Louis Massen has 
to play the part of a solicitor who has been 
from the first in love with the unsophisti- 
cated heroine, and who finally reveals his 
hidden love through the threadbare expedi- 
ent of, an overheard interview. Mr. Massen 
suffers from self-consciousness, though he 
deserves the credit of being manly and sim- 
plein demeanor. Thereis an English aristo- 
crat played by Mr. Harry Saint Maur. This 
personage has a perfect Cockney aecent 
which he never learned nor cultivated with- 
in the precincts of St. James. 


“The Profligate’’ when it was originally pro- 
duced in London; but its author has so out- 
grown the play in his skill asa playwright 
ard in the soundness of his views regarding 
society that the piece, seen now for the first 
time, strikes one as a sort of youthful indis- 
cretion. The acting cannot be described as 
inept; for the different performers are fairly 
competent; at the same time, the breezes of 
the Pacific coast, however invigorating, have 
no resemblance to an English atmosphere. 
As for Miss Burroughs, she is still the cling- 
ing. vine-like sort of actress she was when 
she supported Mr. Willard; but one does not 
find in her the positiveness—the fiber—which 
goes to make the kind of artist whose name 
in the program should be written in small 
capitals. . 

‘**LINSEY WOOLSEY” AT M’VICKER’S. 
Smooth ‘Prodaction for a First Night of 

the New Comedy-~Drama. 

At the close of the second act of ‘‘ Linsey 
Woolsey ’’ the audience which witnessed its 
first trial at McVicker’s seemed to feel that 
the author, Mr. Joseph Arthur, was about to 
repeat the success of ‘‘ Blue Jeans.”’ Upto 
this point it had witnessed a comedy-drama 
dealing with bucolic conditions which were 
convincing because they were natural. 
Nothing had been attempted that exceeded 
the limit of stage illusion. The heroine was 
sweet and winning -in her simplicity and 
womanliness, the hero was noble in his 
manliness. The villain—he was a hypnotist 
—had practiced his occult science upon the 
heroine, but the scene was so well handled 
by the author, and portrayed in such a mas- 
terly manner by Miss Laura Burt and Ed- 
ward J. Morgan, that it held the audience in 
It was a dangerous 
place to pass a verdict upon a play, but the 
audience committed itself and called Mr. 
Arthur before the curtain. He bowed his 
acknowledgments, but did not make the 
conventional speech. 

‘After a front scene which revealed a 
woman ina hypnotic sieep, the situation lost 
much of its force by excess of talk and action 
on the part of the hero who came to save 
her—the third act settled Gown to a scene in 
a ruilroad signal tower. The towerkeeper, 
played by Joseph Wheelock, was nearing 

he close of a thirty-eight hours’ watch 

ghting off sleep which was sealing his eyes, 
yet watching his cottage window in the dis- 
tance for a signal which was to tell him that 
his sick child had died. It is difficult to un- 
derstand how, under such conditions, he was 
so unable to sustain himself. Here finally 
came the villain to wreck the train which 
was earrying his deserted wife to a place 
where she could testify against him. The 
passing trains, concealed behind a high 
stone wall, and the perfection of the 
mechanism, together with the melodramatic 
situation in which the heroine swung the 
lever in time to save her sweetheart’s train 
‘he was an engineer) from destruction, 
brought the play down to the level of a good 
‘sensational melodrama. 

In the final act the illusion was overtaxed, 
and the incidents paid the severe penalty of 
becoming grotesque. The author attempt- 
ed to picture the grief of a father whose 
supposedly murdered child lay in the next 
room. To tell the details of a story, a mag- 
istrate held a court of inquiry in the house 
while a funeral ceremony was in progess. 
Finally the funeral cortege and the casket 
were introduced, and the climax was reached 
when the hero, her lover—he was the en- 
gineer—raised her from the tomb and held 
her up to view as she slowly regained con- 
sciousness’ The hypnotic villain, oleagi- 
nous and skulking, received the poetic jus- 
tice of being literally chased out. No at- 
tempt was made to account for his fate, 
-but the young engineer married the girl, 
who had all but perished by the influences. 
Needless serious talk by characters for 
which the audience felt no interest, needless 
attention to detail, a cumbersome use of 
facts and incidents better left to the imagi- 
nation robbed the final act of all its force. 

The latter part of ‘“‘ Linsey Woolsey ”’ will 
peed to undergo radical change before in- 
telligent audiences will take it seriously or 
accept its conditions. The author was dar- 

.ing to the point where he failed to remember 
that discretion was the better part of valor. 
There were no lack of effective melodramat- 
‘jc situations—the one, for instance, where 
-the .hero, happening into the house, mis- 
takes the evidence of the funeral flowers to 
be that of a wedding. There were others 
equally forcible, and throughout the play 
there was little of the rawness of the favora- 
bly-heralded English melodrama, The hyp- 
notic element was possible, but the details 


limited illusion of the stage. 

The foregoing descriptions will suggest the 
drift of the story of “Linsey Woolsey,” 
which has already been printed in detail in 
these columns. The hypnotist is a supposed 
English Lord plotting to gain by a marriage 
the suddenly acquired fortune of the coun- 
try girl whose heart is pledged to another.

Hoyt’s Latest Farsical Composition, ‘A 
Biack Sheep” at the Grand. 

The great audience which filled every 
part of the Grand Opera-House Sunday 
evening unanimously accepted Mr. Charles 
H. Hoyt’s latest farcical composition, “A 
Black Sheep,” at the close of the first act. 
It then further demonstrated its approval 
by calling upon the author to make a speech 
before the curtain. Mr. Hoyt acceded to the 
demand—his speeches have come to be con- 
sidered a part of the opening performances 
of his plays—and thanked the people for 
their confidence in calling him out so early 
in the evening. He reminded them that two 
acts were still to come, and they might. find 
it wise to change their opinions.

The difference between “‘A Black Sheep” 
and the numerous other light compositions 
which have come from Mr. Hoyt’s pen, most 
conspicuous of which are “‘“A Texas Steer,”’ 
“A Trip to Chinatown,” and “A Milk White 
Flag,” is that the trenchant satire and sharp 
characterization which have distinguisheJ 
the earlier plays from those of other farce 
writers, are not strongly in evidence in the 
new work. A light entertainment which 
pretends to nothing further than the passing 
enjoyment it affords seems to have been his 
aim, and to this end he has devised qg slight 
but coherent story which gives excuse for 
the introduction of numerous clever speciai- 
ties. The leading character is Goodrich 
Mudd (Otis Harlan), as scion of an Eastern 
family of aristocratic pretentions who has 
joined a riotous community in Arizona, 
where he has become known as Hot Stuff. 
The first act takes place in an Arizona bar- 
room, one corner of which is the office of the 
Tombstone Inscription, and over the des- 
tinies of which Goodfellow Gunning (Will- 
lam De Vere) presides, editing the paper 
interchangeably with a pen and a shotgun. 
A theatrical company is stranded in the 
town, which isa clever means of introducing 
an unusually prepossessing company of 
young women in stage costumes. Good luck 
comes to the happy go lucky desperado 
when an Eastern lawyer brings him the title 
to a fortune, providing he will marry within 
the year. Hot Stuff receives the news of 
his good fortune with nonchalence, and im- 
mediately treats the crowd. 

In the second act the Tombstone commu- 
nity are in New York as the guests of Mr. 
Mudd, the prospective millionaire. Their 
Western methods of life transplanted to a 
New York mansion furnish material for a 
large amount of real Hoytian humor. In 
the meantime the second claimant to the 
fortune enters into a conspiracy to defraud 
the heir out of the estate by making an 
agreement with his flancee to delay the mar- 
riage beyond the stipulated time. The hero 
unsuspectingly entertains his Western 
friends, giving little thought to his coming 
marriage, and finally departs upon a Eu- 
ropean tour to acquire the manners of civ- 
ilization. 

In the final act Mr. Mudd returns to his 
associates, a thorough Anglomaniac, his 
newly formed manners and ideas offering a 
rich comparison with his character as it ap- 
peared in the opening of the play. His 
friends reconstruct him, however, and he 
returns to his senses just in time to discard 
his treacherous fiancee and marry the leader 
of the burlesque company, thereby gaining 
his fortune. The final act is given up al- 
mnost entirely to specialties. 

Mr. Otis Harlan played the role of Mr. 
Mudd in a spirit of broad farce, which oc- 
casionally reached the dangerous point in 
its exuberance. The character success of 
the farce was that achieved by William De 
Vere as the editor. The character is equal 
to some of the best the author has drawn 
and really sustains the dignity of the farce 
gon the plane of something better than 
broad foolery. Other conspicuous. male 
characters were Percy Vere, the second 
claimant to the fortune, played by Joseph 
l’rankau; Jarvis Field, an Eastern lawyer, 
impersonated by*Harry Luckstone, who 
atones in singing what he lacks as an actor; 
Under Dog, Hot Stuff’s partner, imperson- 
ated by Stephen Maley; and Jack Aspen, a 
theatrical manager,played by Joseph Notus. 
At the head of the feminine part of the cast 
are Miss Fanny Johnston, familiar to play- 
goers in comic opera, who made an engaging 
burlesque queen, and Miss Agnes Lane, the 
cousin named as the fiancee in the will. 
There were half a dozen other young women 
in the cast, whose chief contributions were 
good appearance. 

The best part of the specialties—as a whole 
they were not up to Mr. Hoyt’s standard— 
were the songs **‘ Daisy Stokes,” “‘ My Pic- 
nic Girl,” ** Dear Louise,’’ *‘ I'm a Conviv- 
ial Man,’’ and a medley of college songs. 
Miss Lottie Moore and Miss Hattie Wells 
each danced well. 

In a word, “A Black Sheep” does not 
rise to the dignity of a satire and therefore 
will not profit by comparison with Mr. 
Hoy@s other farces, but as a medium of 
light entertainment it is likely to be popular.

“Prince Pro Tem,” Barnet and Thomp- 
son's new production, which is running at 
the Schiller, heralded as a comic operetta, 
is indicated in the program as an “ original 
musical fantasie.’’

Secondly, if it is nota 
direct tax it is void on the ground of lack of 
uniformity aud equality. The exemption of 
$4,000 does not app!y to corporations. The 
law exempts inutual ineurance com panies 
and a tew other corporations. It lacks unl- 
formity because imposed on only about 1 per 
cent of the population of the United States. 
Thirdly, it is unconstitutional because retro- 
active, forcing persons to pay on income re- 
ceived prior to the passage of the law, and 
because it forces persons and corporations to 
produce their private books and punishes 
them for not doing so. Al! these conteutions 
are sound and all of them should be sus- 
tuined by the Supreme Court. 


Presipent Cleveland hit the nail on the 
head and drove it home in writing the single 
sentence ** Disguise it as we may, the line of 
battle isdrawn between the forces of safe 
currency and those of silver monometalliem.’’ 
Gen. Warner attempted this disguise when 
he said at Omaha Sunday that the question 
with him and his fellow-agitators is how to 
unite the nine million voters of the United 
States who “are in favor of restoring the 
bimetallic standard.”’

REFORM BEGINS AT THE BOTTOM, 

The local Democratic organ continues to 
dwell on the necessity of reorganizing its 
party in this city in order that it may win vic- 
tories and thus regain the offices. it has in- 
terviewed a large number of ‘ statesmen,”’ 
most of whom are of the opinion that there 
must be a change of some kind or the party 
will keep on being whipped. They do not 
agree, howeter, as to what that change 
should be, ? 

Some of them are in favor of throwing out 
the present bosses—the Hopkinses, Burkes, 
etc.—and putting in high-toned, broad-viewed 
men—themselves, for instance. Others be- 
lieve in changing the method of electing com- 
mitteemen, forgetful that that experiment 
has been tried often. Others want pure pri- 
maries, but do not say how they are to'be ob- 
tained. Others think the formation of more 
ward clubs would have a magical effect. 

When a street had become hopelessly dis- 
reputable, tenanted by the lowest and vilest 
ciasses of the community, the favorite pian 
for renovattng it used te be to change its 
name. That has been tried often in this city. 
But for some reason which the property- 
owners could not understand the character of 
thestreet did not change with the name. 
Many of the Democrats who have been inter- 
viewed are equally unsophisticated. They 
fancy that changing the mode of election of 
committeemen will improve their quality. A 
change for the better will come only when 
those who do the electing are improved. As 
dne intelligent Democrat says, ‘‘the form of 
organization has been repeatedly changed 
since 1876 without measurably on any occa- 
sion producing the fesults intended.”’

When a majority of the Democratic party 
is sick of its present leaders—*‘ the placemen 
and the contractors’’—it will drop them. 
They will ‘not go voluntarily. Not one of 
them has handed in his resignation. Why 
should he, when he knows that the heart of 
‘the Democratic majority throbs responsive to 
his own. 

Often in discussing fantastic schemes for 
amending the laws so as to secure better 
Aldermen and other city officers this paper 
has said that when the voters wanted better 
men they would elect them and.that the great 
‘trouble was that those in some of the wards 
preferred boodlers.

So what is needed at this moment is a ref- 
ormation and an elevation of the rank and 
file of the Democracy.

FIRING THE BIG MORTARS, 

The big mortar batteries built under the 
joint supervision of the Engineer, Fortifica- 
tion, and .Ordnance Departments of the 
United States army, and piaced in position 
for the protection of New York harbor, were 
tested at Sandy Hook on Friday last with 
eminently satisfactory results. The whole 
battery is to be known as Battery No. 1 A, 
and is so located as to control all of the 
waters outside of Sandy Hook and the entire 
lower bay. It is sunken and contains four 
mortar pits, in each of which there are four 
mortars which can throw a 1,000-pound 
projectile five miles with great precision. As 
to the manner in which the test was made the . 
New York Jimes correspondent says: 

It having been ijetermined to locate a myth- 
ical enemy's vessel, which would be 450 feet 
long and 75 feet beam, 6,000 yards from the 
battery, down the beach, the mortars were 
trained to hit her. They were loaded with sheils 
that weighed 800 pounds each and each mortar 
was charged with 60 pounds of brown prismatic 
powder. They were then elevated to 60°, con- 
pectdd with the electric battery, and at the 
word of command from Capt. Heath of the Ord- 
nanee Board the. sub-batteries were fired suc- 
cessively with two seconds ‘in time between the 
discharges. This siight difference in_the time of 
discharging the mortars was for the purpose of 
allowing the sheils to be observed as they passed 
through the air. As each sub-battery of four 
mortars was discharged the four projectiles 
were easily seen as they mounted skyward in 
their onward flight, and so evenly did they move 
through the air that until they began to descend 
they lodked itke fourspots ona die. After the 
mortars bad been fired at the six-thousand-yard 
range they were swabbed out and fired at a 
three-thousand-yard range with eight-hundred 
pound shelis and 2Q9,pounds of black sphero- 
hexagonal powder cach. Their ease of adjust- 
ment and the precision with which they did 
their work elicited the: aduiration of the 100 
army officers present. 

After the test was completed it was found 


that 16 shells in each instance had struck 
the tarzet ae desired.

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traversing over 6,000 yards, bad dropped 
within an area’ of 600 by 450 feet. They 
were so placed that no war vessel could have 
escaped being hit. Battery 1 A is the strongest 
and largest battery in the world, it is claimed. 
The mortars are twelve feet in length and 
have a twelve-inch rifled bore, and the inte- 
rior arrangement of che batteries ie such that 
the only way to silence them would be by 
dropping a shell into each of them from over- 
head, which makes them substantially im- 
-pregnable. With such a battery as this, capa- 
ble pf destroying any war vessel! afloat within 
ul oft range of it, New York harbor may 


be éonsidered well protected. ” 


THE EMPLOYMENT OF MINORS. 

The last General Assembly passed a law 
providing among other things that ‘‘no child 
under 14 years of age shall beemployed in 
any manufacturing establishment, factory, or 
workshop.”’ Employers are required to keep 
a register of all minors working for them 
who are between 14 and 16 andto have af- 
fidavits from parents setting forth their ages. 
Ifa deputy inspector thinks 4 minor is un- 
able to perform the work required of him he 
can demand a certificate of fitness from some 
physician of good standing. 

Other provisions of this law were held to 
be unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, 
but not these. There is no question that laws 

‘forbidding the emp!oyment of minors under 
a certain age will be upheld by the courts and 
by public sentiment. 

There isa bili before the Legislature now 
designed to extend muterially the scope of 
the law of 1893. It provides that ‘‘no child 
under the age of 14 years shall be employed, 
permitted, or suffered to work in any mer- 
cantile institution, store, office, laundry, 
manufaeturing establishment, factory, or 
workshop, or asa peddler or vender within 
this State.’’ It will be seen that this is much 
broader than the present law and takes in 
newsboys, messenger boys, etc., whether their 
hours of work be few or many and their 
labor hdavy or light. 

Why should the newsboys of the city, some 
of whom work seven days in the week and 
others but one, be deprived of their regular 
or occasional employment while the law ex- 
empts children under 14 who are employed 
on farm work six days in the week all day 
long during certain seasons of the year? 
There should be no discrimination in laws. 
The children of the farms should be protect- 
ed as well as those of the cities and villages. 
Why should a boy under 14 be forbidden to 
sell papers when this law allows him to de. 
liver a /paper or to black boots? Is it any 
harder work to sell a man ‘a paper than to 
shine his shoes? Whoisto take care of the 
newsboys if they are not permitted to take 
care of themselves? 

Another section provides that ‘no child 
over the age of 14 years and under the age of 
16 years who cannot read easily and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English lan- 
guage shall be employed in any mercantile 
institution, store, office, laundry, manufact- 
uring establishment, factory, or workshop, or 
as a peddiler or vender.’’ This is thesame as 
eaying that a large percentage of the foreign- 
born children in this city, where the foreign? 
born element is so strong, shall not work till 
they are over 16. The German or Scandina- 
vian who migrates here bringing with him 
children, either boya or girls, between 14 and 
16 cannot utilize their services because they 
cannot speak and write English. At present 
their wages are often of the greatest assist- 
ance tothe family. If this language test. is 
imposed there may be an outcry such a3 was 
raised when the compulsory education bil 
was passed six years ago. It is safer to steer 
clear of dangerous ground. 

Another provision ig that ‘‘no person under 
the age of 18 years shall be employed, per- 
mitted, required, or suffered to work in any 
mercantile institution, store, office, laundry, 
manufacturing establishment, factory, or 
workshop longer than eight hours in any one 
day.’’ Nor shall any such person be allowed 


morning. 

If the Supreme Court were to sustain the 
constitutionality of this limitation of hours, 
then in all businesses where the eight-hour day 
has not been adopted, and there are mapy 
euch, there would be no employment for 
women until they were of age, or for boys 
until they were 18. The factories would not 
change their hours to accommodate a small 
percentage of their labor. They would simply 
stop emnploying persons under 18. No boy 
could begin to learn his trade as an appren- 
tice till he had reached that age: No giri 
would begin to learn the tailoring or the mil- 
linery trade till she was of age. 

A male just over 17 and a female just over 
14 can lawfully contract marriage with the 
consent of their parents, but if this bill were 
to pass neither of the married pair would be 
perinitted to work more than eight hours a 
day. 

Before attem pting to embark on legislation 
of th.s kind it would be well to enforce the 
e present law, which covers simply children 
under 14 in factories and workshops, and 
which has the approval of the Supreme Court 
and of the community. 
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DEFEAT THE DOUBLE TAXATION BILL, 

There will come up tomorrow morning in 
the Senate Senator Littler’s bill to amend the 
revenue laws of this State in such a manner 
that something over 400 million dollars 
worth of real and personal property may be 
taxed twice. Nominally one of the two taxes 
will be paid by the person who has an equity 
in the property, whether it be land: or dry 
goods. Actually both taxes will be paid by 
the holder and user of the preperty. 

This bill proposes also to amend the rev- 
enue law in such a manner that even without 
this double taxation the amount of money 
paid by the people in the shape of taxes will 
be about doubled. The plan is to secure a 
fair cash value assessment of property, thus 
making the assessment about eight times 
what itie now. But the statutory and other 
rates of ‘taxation are to be only a quarter of 
what they are now. 

Then the tax-eating, contracting, and plun- 
dering classes in every city and county will 
be inspired to renewed exertions to get con- 
trolof the machinery of government. The 
stakes to be played for will be twice as vaiu- 
able as they are now. 

This is no time for heavier taxation. The 
people want to pay less, not more. The fund 
from which they pay has shrunk during the 
last three years. The taxpayers of Chicago 
and Springfield do not want to pay next year 
twice what they will have to pay this.

CLEVELAND FOR SOUND MONEY. 

The reply sent by President Cleveland to 
the invitation to him to visit Chicago in the 
interest of sound money and wholesome 
financial doctrine is in line with his previous 
attitude on the currency question. He writes 
that “* what is now needed more than anything 
else isa plain and simple presentation of the 
argument in favor of sound money,’’ and 
then shows briefly.the folly of the idea that 
‘“‘any one in our broad land can be really 
tenefited by a financial scheme not alike 
beneficial to all our. people,’’ which silver 
monometallism would not be. The farmer 
who is tempted by the assurance that a de- 
based, redundant, and uncertain currency 
would improve the price of his prod- 
ucts should be reminded that he muat 
buy as well as_ sell, that the best 
prices which cheap money proclaims 
re unsubstantial and elusive, and that even if 
they were real and palpable he necessarily 
must be left far behind in the race for their 
enjoyment, It ought not to be difficult to 
convince the wage-earner that if there were 
benefits arising from a degenerated currency 
they would reach him least and last of all. 
Ao unheaithy stimulation of prices brings an 
increased cost of all the needs of his home, 
while he at thegame time is vexed with van- 
shing visions of increased wages and an eas- 
ier lot. ‘* The pages of history and experience 
are full of this lesson.” 

The President admits that the maintenance 
of a sound currency may, in a. sense, be in- 
vested with a greater or less importance to 
individuals, zccording to the conditions and 
circumstances, but holds that all are inter- 
ested in seeing the integrity of our circulat- 
ing medium preserved. For we are all in 
business. Weall buy and sell. We all earn 
money and spend it. Busivess and finance 
every where are related to the wants they sup- 
ply, and the discredit or depreciation in finan- 
cial centers of any form of money in the 
hands of the people is a signal of immediate 
loss everywhere. “If reckless discontent and 
wiid experiment should sweep our currency 
from its safe support the most defenseless of 
all who sufferin that time of distress and of 
national discredit will be the poor, a s the 
reckon the losses in their scanty support, and 
the laborer and the workingman, as he sees 
the money he has received for his toil shrink 
and shrivel in his hand when he tenders it for 
the necessaries to supply his humble home,” 

President Cleveland rips aside the thin veil 
behind which the silver extremists are seek 
ing to disguise their motives and objects. He 
says ‘‘the line of battle is dtawn between the 
forces of safe currency and those of silver 
monometallism.”’ This is the real: issue, 
The extremists are talking about ** bimetal- 
lism,”’ but they do so only to delude the peo. 
pile. They know that bimetallism would be 
impossible under the terms proposed by them, 
Mr. Cleveland says he does not believe that if 
our people are afforded an intelligent oppor- 
tunity for sober second thought they will 
sanction the silver monometallic scheme, 
which means disaster and confusion, Then 
the people ought to have that opportunity. 
The matter should be pressed home upon 
them, so that they cannot avoid understand- 
ing the character of the plot laid by the free 
silver extremists to mislead them into a de- 
based silver monometallism under the false 
notion that they are going to obtain a free 
and more abundant circulation of both gold 
and silver. 


THE PRESENT POPULATION OF NEW YORE 

According to the police census of New York, 
which has just been completed, the population 
of that city is 1,863,509. By the Federal 
census of 1890 it was 1,515,301. Thus there 
has been a gain in nearly five years of 348,- 
208. If the present figures are correct, and 
the police have not counted the same persons 
twice, once where they sleep and once where 
they work, the gain is greater than that, for 
there, as here, the returns of the United Stutes 
enumerators were too small, 

About this time last year a school census 
was taken in this city. The men who had 
charge of it did their work more carefully 
than those employed in 1892. They did not 
credit one ward with mén and women work- 
ing in factories and:shops and then credit 
those same persons to the wards in which they 
dwell. The census footed up 1.566,727. The 
too low report of the Federal enumerators in 
1890 was 1,099,250. The gain then in four 
years was 466,877, or at the rate of a little 
over 100,000 per year. Thus the present 
population, stating it moderatety, does not 
fall below 1,700,000, or only a little more 
thana hundred thausand less than that of 
New York. 

The latter has been gaining at the rate of 
nearly 70,000 a year, and this city at that of 
over 100,000, or 30,000 more, These figures 


‘simply confirm previous estimates of this 


paper to the effect that by the close of this 
decade Chicago will be up with and ahead of 
New York unless that city makes haste to take 
in Brooklyn and other neighboring municipal- 
ities. If that annexation does not take place 
and New York has‘to fall backe tosecond place 
there will be a howl. 

No school census will be taken in Chicago 
till next year. Its figures will show this city 
treading close on the heels of New York. The 
difference in population then will be so slight 
that the consolidation of New York and Brook- 
lyn will be pressed forward with redoubled 
impatience and probably carried out before 
the next census year, That will place New 
York farin the lead, but Chicago will not be 
discouraged thereby, and will go on increas- 
ing with greater proportionate rapidity than 
her competitor, confident of overtaking her 
some time during the twentieth century.

Henceforth 
they will not be looked on as venial offenses 


but the law, which punishes then with the. 


penitentiary, will be enforced. From now on 


the man who deprives another of his ballo 
knows that he has committed a grave crime 
and can plead nothing’ in extenuation of his 
act. That great good has been accomplished 
by the conviction of this ex-employé, 


Pror. James D. Dana, whose death was re- 
ported yesterday, was one of the brightest 
lights in the American scientific firmament. 
During nearly three-quarters of his long life 
of 82 years he was connected with Yale Uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated in 
1833, and where he was appointed Professor 
of Natural History in 1850, after having fin- 
ished the work in connection with the cele- 
brated voyage of exploration in the Pacific 
Ocean under the command of Capt. Wilkes. 
He was ‘the author of several standard works 
of mineralogy and geology, and nearly forty 
years ago he advanced the idea that the 
science of geology can be reconcfled with the 
statements in the firet chapter of Genesis if it 
be admitted that the Hebrew word which is 
translated “‘day’’ may mean a period of in- 
definite length—that is, a geologic age. This 
is not accordant with the subseauent teachings 
of Huxley and some others, but it was a bold 


_gtep to take in the fifties and attracted much 


attention because of the then admittedly Aigh 
attainments of the author. Prof. Dana main- 
tained his intellectuai vigor to the very last. 
His sudden demise undoubtedly was due to 
a general breakdown caused by aivanced 
age, though * heart disease ’’ was assigned by 
the physician as the immediate cause. Dana 
is one of those whose names will long live and 
his works be cited as standard authority in 
scientific circles. 
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As a result of a canvass of the National Re- 
publican and Democratic committees and

It need not be added that no other city 
has the attractions for delegates, Even if 
Chicago should make no effort to secure the 
conveutions they will come here by the force 
of political gravity.

'UNGOVERNED NERVES 


THEY PLAY AN IMPORTANT PART IN 
SOOIAL AND DOMESTIO AFFAIRS. 


—_-__— 


Nervousness the Natural Disease of Both 
Sexes, Affecting Mind No Less than 
Body=Under Its Influence a Woman 
May Be Wearisome +nd Discouraging, 
but a Mon Is Repellant and Exasperat- 
ing=In Woman a Deterrent, in Man an 


AbomiInution. 

Physiologically speaking, this is a democ- 
racy of nerves. We all suffer from or enjoy 
our nerves as our private property, and seem 
willing that our fellow-citizens generally 
should suffer from or enjoy theirs in the 
same way. An exception to this is in our 
close and confidential relations, such as 
friendship or marriage. There the nerves, 
ours or another’s, may become despotic; but 
it is an idijosyncrasy of nerves that we sel- 
dom take any account of our own. We are 
always thinking of our associate's nerves, 
when they trouble us, and wondering why 


he or she does not regulate them. 

It would appear to be the average mans 
conviction that he alone has the entire right 
to ungoverned and ungovernable nerves. 
Any man or any woman can, we believe, 
control his or her nerves if they disturb us; 
and yet they selfishly refuse, as we hold, to 
make the attempt. How unjustly are we 
treated by those who should be our deares* 
friends! 

Nerves play an important part in Ameri- 
ean social and domestic affairs. They fre- 
quently create or destroy our content, aside 
from causes that should have more weight. 
In wedlock they are most momentous. There 
they often lead to bitterness and discord, 
even though the love and sympathy behind 
them are suppressed for the time by their 
excessive irritation. Many a home nowadays 
might be called co-operative housekeeping 
disordered by nerves. The peace of wedded 
couples depends often on a sound nervous 
system, which is as rare as it is desirable. 

We hear overmuch of woman’s nervous- 
ness generally, but almost nothing of man’s. 
lie has surely gained on her in this particu- 
lar in recent years. It is now recognized 
and treated as a distinct disease, and it 
would seem to be far more masculine than 
feminime. The intensity and excitement of 
business, of every pursuit, including pleas- 
ure, has plainly affected man, everywhere 
2 sufferer from neurasthenia. This is not 
so distressing to his family and kindred as 
the conditions that often lead to it, such 
conditions being expressed by morbid sen- 
sitiveness, irritability, disquietude, and per- 
But too familiar in hundreds of 
homes, these banish the spirit of home com- 
pletely. Associates, children, friends are 
more afflicted thereby than they possibly 
could be by the deranged nerves of thrice 
the number of women. 

Nevertheless, women have ten times the 
cause to be ruffled that man has. They are 
infested with petty cares—their concerns are 
petty; their daily experience is petty. They 
have no large outlook, little change or vari- 
ety, barely any external stimulus. A man 
need not stay where he is bored or annoyed. 
He has the choice of numberless places of 
resort or refuge and usually avails himself 
of them. A woman cannot conventionally 
go out alone or wander where she may 
without excuse or explanation. Her lim- 
itations and monotonous round tend to her 
nervous deterioration; her need to conform 
and her social environments, to her nervous 
correction. As she advances in life, as she 
gains in experience, she acquires self-disci- 
pline, self-poise, self-centredness, which are 
the reverse of ganglionic tumult and distem- 
per. 

Nervousness must be conceded to be the 
national disease of both sexes, affecting 
mind no less than body, the future no less 
than the present. It fis increasing with men 
and diminishing with women, because these 
combat it and those indulge it. Usually a 
woman is less nervous at forty than at twen- 
ty; a man vastly more so, for the reason, 
no doubt, that he is egotistic, aggressive, 
masterful. She, on the contrary, is plastic, 
subject to influence, uncertain of herself. 
She may be wearisome, discouraging, re- 
laxing, through her peculiarity; but he is 
worrying, repellant, exasperating. He will, 
by worsening, finally turn his intimates 
into strangers, his friends into foes, and cre- 
ate social desolation. 

Nervousness, in the American sense, is 
bad enough in man or woman, but much 
more to be regretted in him than in her, 
because offensive, persistent, cynical. We 
may greatly modify it in the coming cent- 
ury. Let us indulge the hope. While in 
force it is in Woman a deterrent, in man an 
abomination.—Harper’s Bazar. 


A Quaint Old Notion. 

Harper’s Bazar: There is a queer old Mo- 
hammedan notion that women have no 
souls. And like many another old notion 
and old legend, it embodies a hypothesis 
which has appeared in many forms, in many 
agen in many lands, and among many peo- 
ples. 

For another form of the same story we 
must go further back, and into ancient liter- 
ature. Here we find an old story which tells 
us that women are the souls of men. This 
is evidently the same story in another form, 
the inferential fact being that women are 
souls themselves and do not possess them. 

Back, back, further back in yet darker lit- 
erature we find that the masculine element 
and the feminine element of the soul were 
once forcibly di vered, and that they 
hen¢eforth wande disconsolately apart, 
until after strange and wearisome traveling 
through the ages they will finally meet and 
become indissolubly one. 

In these days of universal agitation of the 
“woman” question these old stories have 
much significance. The perplexing and mys- 
terious diversities of man-in his man and 
woman manifestations were always themes 
for poets and philosophers, and forever baf- 
fled human investigation. It is not ex- 
traordinary that the same problem should 
fascinate and subjugate men today. 

For the differences are not upon the sur- 
face only, as we see them in the com plex 
and complicated forms of modern civiliza- 
tion. They become more impénetrable and 
profound as we trace them deeper into the 
mind and the spirit of the man. What this 
widespread opening of these old questions 
portends is, perhaps, an enigma fit only for 
students of anthropology. The discussions: 
of today will be fruitless if no new facts 
are discovered, if no new ideas are to be 
evolved, or no advance is to be made. 

Fruitless discussions are to be deplored, 
not only for the waste of force, but for the 
waste of time involved. For we must feel 
deeply that force and time were given us 
that we might produce something besides 
leaves.

Stories of Interference Probably Circul- 
ated by the Chinese. 

Washington, D.C. April 15.—The stories 
of interference by Russia or the European 
nations whose interests will be affected if the 
conditions inajsted upon by Japan are 
granted, are spread by the Chinase to pro- 
voke interference. But the fact that Russia 
is entirely in sympathy with Japan. and that 
an alliance between those two nations would 
be instantly proclaimed on the announce- 
ment of a hostile intent on the part of either 
Great Britain, Germany, or France is well 
understood herg. The discreet manner in 
which Russia has kept in the background has 
not deceived any one aware of _ the 
ulterior interest which the Czar has in the ex- 
tension of Japanese power, The purpose of 
the Mikado’s government has already been 
accomplished in the possession of Port Ar- 
thur and Wei-Hai-Wei, involving the control 
of the gulf of Pi-Chi-Li, in the independence 
of Corea, and in the possession of the Island 
of Formosa. Those were the objective points 
upon which the Japanese set their hearts at 
the beginning of their campaign, and the car- 
rying of them marks the full measure of suc- 
cess, even were the expenses of the war not 
met by the indemnity required‘of the Chinese. 

Diplomatsin Washington understand Japan 
in the present negotiation is lookimg far be- 
yond the present moment. She is laymg the 
foundation for a career of sovereignty and 
expansion in the East only comparable with 


., the supremacy of Great Britain in the Indies. 


. One of the conditions of the under- 
standing which is believed to exist  be- 
tween Japan and’ Russia is that the 


latter country shal! gain egress to the Pacific 
through ports south of its present possessions, 
Every harbor which is now one‘of its posses- 
sions on the Siberian coast is ice-locked dur- 


ing several months in the year, and for a long * 


time the government of the Czar has been di- 
recting ite abilities on tho Corean or the Chi- 
nese coast by steps so jmperceptible as not to 
excite the suspicion and resistance of any of 
the other European powers. The success of 
Japan now offers to Russia the fruition of her 
hopes.

» WHAT WILL GREAT BRITAIN DO NOW ? 


Her Action Toward Nicaragua Is Interest- 
ediy Awalited at Washington. 

_ Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special. |— 
Deep interest is manifested by administration 
officials and diplomats here in Great Britain’s 
action on Nicaragua's reply to her demands, 
which must be taken either tonight or tomor- 
row; for tomorrow the time limit of the ulti- 
matum of tne British Foreigrf Office expires, 
and unless Nicaragua’s reply is satisfactory 
Great Britain will take steps to carry out her 
threat of extorting the jademnity from Nica- 
ragua by force. Mititter Guzman, the dip- 
lomatic representative of Nicaragua, sta- 
tioned here, is naturally much concerned 
‘about the outcome of the inatter. He has no 
information whatever on the subject, and the 
State Department is similarly situated, It is 
the belief of State Department officials that 
the reply of Nicaragua proposing a tribunal 
of arbitration is a fair one and that it will be 
so considered by the British authorities. 

What bas made Nicaragua especially anx- 
ious about this whole incident is the public 
utterance made by Minister Gosting, the rep- 
resentative of Great Britain to Nicaragua, 
who recently said, according to information 
just received in Washington. Great Britain's 
attitude in the affair as Nicaraguans con- 
strued it was not due so much to the injuries 
which her citizens had s@ffered nor to her 
loss of power over the Mosquito strip, but 
was prompted solely by an ‘interest in the 
Nicaragua Canal. Great Britain believed 
Nicaragua would be unable to pay the in- 
demnity demanded, ang in lieu thereof would 
be compelled to cede territory tu the British 
crown. This utterance isa direct contradic- 
tion of the statement made by Great Britain 
that her object in this affair was not the oc- 
cupation of territory but the securing of an 
indemnity for injuries done English subjects 
and their property. 

The territory which the Nicaraguans be- 
lieve Great Britain desires in case they should 
not be able to comply with the demand4or an 
indemnity ie Corn Island. This is not far 
away from the mouth of the proposed Nica- 
ragua Canal, and all ships passing into the 
waterway from the Atlantic or out of it from 
the Pacific would have to pass’ within 
striking distance of the island. The occupa- 
tion of this island by Great Britain. would of 
course be strenuously opposed by the United 
States and Nicaragua, knowing its best inter- 
ests are those which bind it to this country, 
would not, except by force, cede the island to 
Great Britain. The administration officials 
are not at all alarmed about Great Britain 
taking the island by force. Distinct assur- 
ances have been made through Ambassador 
Bayard that her Majesty’s government had 
no desire whatever te acquire any portion of 
Nicaraguan territory. The administration 
officials regard the statement as sincere. 

Maj. William Ludlow, the army member of 
the Nicaragua Canal Cor-mission, retently 
appointed to survey the canal and make a re- 
port thereon to the President, hys cabied the 
War Department that he left Southampton 
Saturday last for the United States, It is ex- 


. pected the first meeting of the full commis- 


sion will be held Saturday next either in New 
York City or in Washington. 

Secretary Herbert has been wavering be- 
tween the cruiser Montgomety and the dis- 
patch boat Dolphin as the vessel to carry the 
commission to the scene of its labors, but has 
finally decided the Montgomery is better suit- 
ed for the work despite its lack of quarters. 
It is expected the commission will begin its 
survey work in Nicaragua early in May. 

Washington, D. C., April 15.—It is author- 
itatively stated that Nicaragua has made a 
repiy to Great Britain’s ultimatum. It is in 
the nature of a counter-proposal and not a 
direct acceptarce or rejection of the- British 
demands, and as such it is not yet known 
whether Great Britain will accept it as re- 
sponsive to the ultimatum. The ultimatum 
made three demands, as follows: 

First—A money indemnity of £15,500 for al- 
leged personal injuries to British subjects, in- 
cluding the British Consul, Hatch. » 

Second—Revocation of the declaration of ban- 
ishment against British subjects. 

Tnird—Formation of. a commission to decide 
by arbitration the damage done to the property 
of British subjects expelled from Nicaragua. 

The ultimatum contained no limit of time, 
but in a subsequent note Earl Kimberly said 
the- answer to the ultimatum would be ex- 
pected within seven weeks of Feb. 26, The 
seven weeks are up tomorrow. 

Nicaragua’s answer is in two parts. To the 
second demand it says Nicaragua, even be- 
fore receiving the British communication, had 
revoked the decree of banishment. To the 
first and third demands the answer is that, in 
order .to_ preserve the friendly relations with 
her Majesty’s governmentand for the purposes 
of fairness and justice Nicaragua proposes 
that all questions of payment for personal in- 
jury, injury to property, etc., be referred to 
an impartial commission of arbitration. 

The foregoing is regarded as a most diplo- 
matic answer, as it concedes Nicaragua’s will- 
ingness to adjust the differences, and yet 
courteously suggests that the £15,500 de- 
mand isan ex parte estimate and that the 
whole question of amount of damages should 
be left to arbitration. The Nicaraguan reply 
isso pacific it is believed the. subject has 
ceased to have a warlike aspect. 

London, April 15.—Sir Thomas H. Sander- 
son, Permanent Under Secretary of the For- 
eign Office, admits that the reply of Nica- 
ragua to the ultimatum of Great Britain de- 
manding an indemnity of $75,000 as repara- 
tion for the expulsion of Mr. Hatch, the Brit- 
ish consular agent, from Nicaraguan terri- 
tory has been received, and that generally 
speaking it is a proposal to appoint a com- 
mission to settle all questions of indemnity 
and agreement and to abide by the decision 
of the commission.

FLEE TO THE FORESTS 


BARIHQUAKES IN AUSTRIA AND 
ITALY DO MUOH DAMAGE. 


Pablic Buildings and Churches Leveled 
and Many Vil'aces Are in BRuins=In- 
habitants Seek Refuge in the Country 
in DespaireVenice, Verona, and Rome 
Among the Cities Skaken=—Spaniards 
Claim Gen. Maceo Has Been Captured 
-Gen. Camprs Arrives on Cuba Soll. 

Vienna, April 15.—The full extent of the 
damage done by the earthquakes throughout 
Austria and in Italy is not likely to be known 
for some days. The earthquake shocks were 
generally felt throughout the southern por- 
tion of Austria, and were especially violent 
in the Duchy of Carniola and along the Aus- 
trian littoral. At Laibach ten persons were 
severely injured, 

The night before the shock snow fell 
throughout Carniola. All the reports re- 
ceived describe’ the movements of the earth 
as having been undulating. The duration 
of the shock was from five to twenty-five 
seconds. In many places along the lines of 
the Southern railway rocks were rolled 
upon the rails obstructing traffic. 

In the South the earthquakes were felt 


-as far as Verona, Arco, and Meran. North 
they reached Vienna and East Agram, 


liume and Abbazia. 

In Laibach not a single house escaped 
without damage. The theater, museum, 
and churches suffered severely. St. Mary’s 
Church is in ruins. Many persons were in- 
‘jured by falling chimneys. 'The damaged 
houses threaten to collapse and the greater 
part of the population has taken refuge in 
the neighboring forests. The palace at 
Soda was damaged and must be pulled 
down. The people are in despair, fearing 
that the shocks will be repeated. _ A similar 


‘panic exists in Fiume. 


In this city the shocks were felt severely. 
In one theater the orchestra stopped playing 
and immediately afterward the whole 
structure, walls, boxes, galleries, and chan- 
deliers, were seen swaying to and fro. The 
audience fled panic-stricken into the streets, 
thinking every minute the building would 
fall. Many of the residents of Fiume sought 
refuge aboard the ships in the harbor. 

Similar reports of panic come from numer- 
ous towns and villages. In many places the 
towers of the churches swung so violently 
the bells in them rang. In Trieste many 
persons were thrown out of their beds and, 
bruised. Troops were ordered out to pre- 
serve order, especially/jAn the prison, where a 
revolt of the prisoners was feared. The lat- 
est dispatches say the shocks were also [elt 
at Serajevo, in Bosnia. 

Rome, April 15.—Severe earthquake shocks 
have -been experienced at Treviso, Ferrar- 
andine, and Padua. At Venice last night 
four shocks were felt, causing the inhabit- 
ants to become panic-stricken. No damage 
was done. 

Trieste, April 15.—Severe earthquake 
shocks Began at 11:15 p. m. yesterday and 
continued at intervals during the night. 
Many houses here and at Krainberg have 
been damaged. The inhabitants were pan- 
ic-stricken and are camping out in the 
streets. 


SPANIARDS SAY MACEO IS CAPTURED. 
His Forces Are Cut to Pieces by the Loy- 
alistseArrival of Campos. 


Havana, April 15.—Saturday the Cuban 
army and the Spanish soldiers met at Pal- 
marito. The rebel force numbered 2,000, 
that of the Spaniards 3,000. A desperate 
battle followed and, according to official re- 
ports, lasted two hours. 
time the rebels retreated, were pursued by 
the Spanish troops, and Maceo was capt- 
ured. His secretary was also taken, and all 
the General’s personal and private papers 
were confiscated. Gen. Crombet was killed. 

Maceo was the leader of the rebel forces 
with Gomez during the last revolution. Al- 
though but a youth he achieved considera- 
ble distinction. Maceo’s fate is known in 
advance. It would be far better’for him if 
he had been killed, as was Crombet, than 
to be brought here to Havana and putin old 
Morro Castle's gloomy prison. It is certain 
he will be garroted. 

Gen. Martinez Campos, who arrived at 
Puerto Rico Thursday last, sailed at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon for Guantana- 
mo, Cuba. The General was accompanied 
by reinforcements of troops on the steamer 
Reina Christina, which were liberally treat- 
ed by the merchants of Puerto Rico. 

Private advices received here say the de- 
tachment of rebels recently commanded by 
Pauchin Varona, who was'killed in an en- 
gagement with the Spanish troops under 
Lieut. Padilla, had with it eleven wounded 
men, of whom some have died. In spite of 
the alarmist statements sent out from Ha- 
vana regarding the spread of yellow-fevcr 
here, it is stated that there is only one sol- 
dier suffering from that disease in the hos- 
pital. 

A dispatch from Gibira announces that 
the detachment of troops commanded by 
Capt. Agurilla has defeated a body of 160 
insurgents under Miro at Palma. Six of 


the insurgents were killed and several 
wounded, 
Tampa, Fla., April 15.—An: official tele- 


gram from Havana to the Spanish Vice-Con- 
sul here announces the battle at Palmarito, 
at which Gen. Flor Crombet and a Cuban 
Colonel were killed and two commanders, 
Maceo’s secretary, and one Lieutenant were 
captured. Estrada, another Cuban chief, 
surrendered himself. Information has ar- 
rived that Marti and Maximo Gomez have 
been in Cuba eight days. They landed on 
the northern coast, in the Bay of Nipe, Proy- 
ince of Holquin. It has been purposely kept 
quiet, to be announced simultaneously with 
the arrival of Gen. Martinez Campos. 

Minister de Lome, the new Minister to the 
United States, arrives in Cuba tomorrow, 
and will begin at once an investigation of the 
Allianca affair.

Consul-General Williams, at Havana, has 
been granted sixty days’ leave of absence, 
that this leave is given him every year, and 
that its allowance now has no significance. 


NO ADVANCE IN BEEF IN ENGLAND, 


Prices Have Actually Decreased, but Ship- 
ments Thither Continue. 

London, April 15.—{Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.)—American beef in England has not 
followed the advance in America, but has re- 
cently actually declined in price. Current 
rates are: For fresh sides, Deptford killed, 
5.6d (11% cents) per pound; for dressed re- 
frigerated, 5.2d (10% cents) per pound. No 
American beef is sold in Berlin or on the con- 
tinent since its importation was prohibited. 

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—In spite 
of the alleged shortage of beef cattle there 
were sent to England from this city last 
week 1,500 live cattle and 9,000 quarters of 
dressed beef. Local butchers affect to see 
in this fact another proof that the high’ prices 
in America are due not so much toan actual 
shortage of beef cattle as to the manipula- 
tion of an alleged Chicago combine.

She was located on Fred Redine’s farm near 
Denham, Ind., eighty miles from Chicago, 
where she went the day she left home.

ORGANIZATIONS AFFILIATE TO FIGHT. 


They Are Opposed to Trolley Wires on In- 
diana Avenue. 

By unanimous vote last night the South 
End Indiana Avenue Improvement Asso- 
ciation decided to affiliate with the similar 
organization at the uorth end of the avenue 
in its fight on the overhead trolley. The 
meeting was held in Cobb’s livery office at 
organization at the north end of the avenue 
Speeches were made by John F. Scanlan 
and John H. Martin.

There were, he declared, 14,000 feet of 
frontage between Thirty-ninth and Fifty- 
first streets. Of this amount, he said, the 
organization controls 7,500 feet.

WILLIAM YOUNG DIES. 


THE OOMMISSION MEROHANT PASSES 
AWAY AT MILWAUKEE. 


After a Long Illness He Succumbs=Sketch 
of His Life and the Many Large Deals 
in Which He Was WUoncerned on the 
Board of Trade=Was a Power in His 
Best Days, but Has Not Been a Heavy 
Dealer Recent'y—Arrangement: for Fu- 
neral of Prof. Dana, 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 15.—[Special.]— 
William Young, wno is known in the wheat pits 
as ‘**Gov.”’ Young, and who for years has been 
at the head of the Chicago and Milwaukee 
grain commission house of William Young & 
Co., died at midnight at his residence, No. 
195 Ninth street, from hemorrhage of the 
stomach. 

(William Young was born in Colberg, Lower 

Canada, in 1829, and was a nephew of Governor- 

General Young. More than 40 years ago he re- 

moved to Milwaukee and engaged in the grain 

shipping trade. In December just after the big 
fire he formed a partnership with R. W. Dun- 
ham in this city, which was continued for six- 
teen yoars, when Mr. Dunham became interested 
in politics and the connection was terminated. 

Until a recent period Mr. Young was a promi- 

nent and aggressive ‘operator onthe Roard of 

Trade. & He was a constitutional and persistent 

“ bull’’ and engineered some of the biggest 

deals ever made on ‘Change. In 1877 he was 

the head o the most extensive pork 
corner ever known. He owned ali the pork in 

Chicago—150,000 to 200,000 barrels—and the 

shorts had to settle on his own terms. When- 

ever prices on the board took an upward turn 

William Young went with them and made 

money. His losses were invariabiy on a falling 

market. Another big deal in which he was con- 
cerned was a wheat corner in 1873, known as the 

**140-all day corner.” At this time he had the 

brokers in so tight a box that forty or fifty of 

them came to him and gave up their watches as 


pledges _ that they would live up 
to their contracts next day. Latterly 
Mr. Young’s deals had not been heavy. 


The first failure in his career occurred only a 
few weeks ago. It was forasmall amount, and 
his obligations were settled by an honorable 
compromise. Honesty and persistency were dis- 
tinguishing traits of his character. Though 
somewhat gree in his manner toward men he 
had a kind heart and was one of the few traders 
on the board who wouid extend financial aid to 
brokers in difficulties, This he has been known 
His home was in 
Milwaukee, where some timein the 60s he was 
President of the Chamber of Commerce. |

NEW ENGLAND RIVERS ON A RAMPAGE, 


Heavy Raine Cause Them to Run Over. 
Their Banks-and Do Damage. 

Boston, Mass., April 15.—[Special.}—Al- 
most continuous rains for the last forty- 
eight hours and more, accompanief by melt- 
ing snows among the hills and mountains, 
bave caused the rivers in all parts of New 
F.ngland to rise to the highest point since 
the great flood of 1869, and widespread dam- 
age has been wrought, though up to mid- 
night no loss of life has been reported. No 
mails from north of Nashua, N. H., have 
reached Boston today, At Lowell the Mer- 
rimac is over eight feet above high water 
mark and many cellars are flooded and 
houses on the lowlands partially submerged. 
The mills are troubled with backwater and 
tomorrow will probably have to rely upon 
Steam altogether. Many mill ¢ellars are 
flooded and the damage cannot be even ap- 
proximately estimated. The Rhode Island } 
rivers have also felt the heavy rains, but the 
ruin in that State is much less than in the 
North. | 

Springfield, Mass., April 15.—The Connec- 
ticut Valley has been the scene today of a 
flood of greater magnitude than has visited 
this section since 1862. The most damage 
was done at Bellows Falls, Vt., where the 
Connecticut River is narrow. An old rafi- 
road bridge was swept away this afternoon 
and there has been great damage to the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad. The tunnel was 
flooded and rendered impassable. The mills 
are all closed. At Battleboro, Vt., the river 
is higher than it has been since 1862. At 
Turners Falls the water has overflowed the 
banks of the river to such an extent that 
many of the mills have been compelled to 
shut down. The Consolidated railroad 
tracks are flooded. At Windsor, Vt., the 
water has risen thirty feet and business is 
almost entirely suspended. At Northamp- 
ton, Mass., the river is three-quarters of a 
mile wide and the water is higher than it 
has been in thirty years. Over nine feet of 
watér is going over the dam at Holyoke 
and many mills have been compelled to shut 
down. Near Mount Tom the water has 
overflowed the railroad tracks and trains 
are delayed. 

St. Albans, Vt., April 15.—The Winooski 
River is higher tonight than it has been for 
twenty-five years. The country for miles 
around is one sheet of water, many farms 
being either partially or wholly flooded. 
Several villages are using boats and rafts as 
a means of moving about. Much damagr 
has been done to bridges. The railroad be- 
tween. Proctor and Central Rutland has 
been abandoned. Many of the residents of 
Northfield and Central Rutland have been 
driven from their dwellings, the water hav- 
ing reached the second stories. 

Augusta, Me., April 15.—The Kennebec 
River is still rising and the wharves along 
the water front are entirely submerged to- 
night. Millions of feet of lumber are coming 
down the river. At Brunswick the Andros- 
coggin is the highest ever known. The 
pumping station is under water. 

Weatbrook, Me., April 15.—Over 2,000 
people were thrown out of work today on 
account of the rise the Presumpscot 
River, which prevented the factories from 
running. The river is higher than it has been 
since 1861 and is still rising. 

Portland, Me., April 15.—All railroads cen- 
tering here report bad washouts on their 
lines this morning. In many cases trains 
have been cancelled. The Grand Trunk 
road is impassable on account of the dam- 
age to the roadbed. No trains can get 
through from Montreal today.

PROVES HE WAS NOT PRESENT WHEN 
E. R. HUNTER WAS MURDERED. 


His Alibi Established and He Is Set Free 
by Inspector Hunt=He Intimates He 
Has Given the Police an Important 
Clew to the Mysterious Killing of His 
Brother-in-Law at the Stock Yards 
Friday Night—Only the Manner of the 
Crime Is Known. .

Their answers corroborated the story told by 
Weir, and at the conclusion of the two-hour 
inquiry Inspector Hunt declared his alibi 
was absolutely convincing. When Mr. Weir 
left the station he was accompanied by an 
officer in plain clothes and intimated toa re- 
porter for The Tribune that he had given 
the police an important clew which they 
would follow closely. 

“I don’t care for newspaper notoriety,”’ 
said Mr. Weir, ‘“‘but you may say that from 
now on until this mystery is solved I am go- 
ing to be an ally of the police. Whether I 
have given them any important information 
is for them to say and for developments to 
verify.”’ 

Another person examined last night was 
Mrs. Burke of No. 3408 Halsted street, who 
had worked for years as a domestic in the 
Hunter family, but she had nothing of im- 
portance to tell and her examination was 
brief. 

Tragedy Still a Mystery. 

The tragedy remains as much of a mys- 
tery as ever. Nothing is clear except: the 
manner of the killing. It is now conceded 
by the police that the theory advanced in 
THE TRIBUNE Sunday morning is correct. 
Whoever threw the brick which killed 
Hunter. was concealed in the office behind 
the high partition at the east end and crept 
out stealthily while the ‘old man was 
busy writing at the desk, coming up be- 
hind him on the right-hand side. The brick 
was thrown with such force that after strik- 
ing the right side of Hunter's face it glanced 
off and struck the pigeonholes in the desk, 
deeply indenting two of the partitions and 
then rebounding to the floor on the left-hand 
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side of where Hunter sat. What troubles 
the police is that no stranger was seen to 
pass in or out of the building at that unusual 
hour, and that the two clerks who were at 
work in an adjoining office and Janitor 
Wardell, who was sweeping down the stairs 
close by, heard’no sound of a quarrel or dis- 
turbance. 

The funeral of the murdered man was held 
from the family residence at No. 5621 Peoria 
street at 2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and was largely attended by the friends and 
business associates of Mr. Hunter. Services 
were conducted by the Rev. H. C. Kinney. 
The remains were interred at Oakwoods, the 
pall-bearers being Abner Platt, George 
Shannon, Henry Rosenthal, Edward D. 
Doty, John Martin, and W. Campbell Brown, 
all members of the Live-Stock Exchange.

Homer was represented as describ- 
ing how when a boy he would linger in the 
grime of the smithy watching the iron grow 
into beautiful shapes under the hammer. 
The three influences—art, home, and music— 
which shaped Homer’s character were em- 
bodied in the kindergarten, which might be 
said to have descended from the days of 
Homer. At the conclusion of the paper a 
discussion of the subject matter ensued, in 
which a number of the audience joined.

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LOCAL OIL IS HIGHER. 


STANDARD OOMPANY RAISES PRIOE 
OF THE REFINED PRODUOT. 


Retail Trade Notified the Rate Per Galion 
Has Been Advanced to 7% Centa=—The 
Price Will Go Higher, for More Is Con- 
sumed than Is Produced — Price of 
Crude Oil Reaches $2.35 at Pittsburg 
and Will Ge to $3 a BarreleNo Relief 
Ie in Sight. 

The local officials of the Standard Oil 
company sent out printed cards to the retail 
trade yesterday giving notice of an advance 
in the price of refined oil to 74 cents a gal- 
lon. This is the highest point touched in 
several years, and dealers predict a still 
further advance. An official of the Stand- 
ard company said yesterday: 

“The advance was made necessary by 
the rise in the crude market. The fact is 
this country is, not producing nearly as 
much petroleum as it is consuming and the 
exports are growing daily. The surplus 
stocks are being reduced at the rate of 
1,000,000 barrels a month. Unless new 
fields are discovered an oil famine is quite 
within the possibilities The activity in the 
Pennsylvania oil country and other oil pro- 
ducing States will doubtless be greater than 
for years.’’ 

Pittsburg, Pa., April: 15.—[{Special.]—Oil 
today went to $2.35 on the Exchange and 
now $3 oil is considered a possibility this 
week. The Standard’s price for credit bal- 
ance was jumped to $2, 25 cents above Sat- 
urday’s figure. It is now generally admit- 
ted the independent refiners hold the whip 
hand in this game. They need oil just as 
badly as does the Standard, and if the lat- 
ter does not advance the price in keeping 
with the reduced supply the independents 
will, and they will get the grease. The 
Standard must keep on paying high, for its 
own production has fallen off 8,000 barrels 
a day in two weeks. When its stock is 
reduced to 2,000,000 barrels it must close its 
pipe lines, as that amount myst be in the 
pipes before a gallon can be pumped to the 


seaboard. 
The market opened today at $2.05, five 


cents above Saturday’s close, and bounded 


up in two and three cent jumps to $2.15, at 
which the first sale was made. It kept on 
going up to $2.20, and no one ever mentioned 
fractions. Then there was a lull and a re- 
action, to $2.13 Almast immediately the up- 
ward flight of certificates was resumed, and 
$2.25 was reached before there was another 
break. Up went the price to $2.32, and final- 
ly at a bound of three points $2.35 was 
reached. Five thousand barrels were sold 
at this price, which was the closing quota- 
tion. Sales were made at almost all the in- 
termediate figures down to $2.15. The ag- 
gregate sales here were 30,000 barrels, a 
small total, due to the prohibitory margin 
—$1.25 a barrel—demanded by brokers and 
the lack of certificates. There are only 750 
of these in exisence, representing all the 
speculative oil. It is this fact which keeps 
down speculation. 

The news from the fields is bullish, for 
only occasionally is the completion of a well 
reported, and more often it is @ dry hole 
than a producer. While the quotations for 
refined oil are up 1 cent to 10 cents a gallon, 
it is reported this is simply a quotation— 
that the refiners are not selling it at that fig- 
ure, but *‘ work ”’ the trade for even 12 cents 
by protestations to inquirers that they have 
nething to sell, thus making the latter anx- 
ious to purchase at the higher figure. 

Oil City, Pa., April 15.—There was no 
change in the myo oth situation. The 
trade and public are bullish and buy on all 
breaks. The opening price paid for certif- 
icate oil this morning was $2.10 and for cred- 
it balances by the Seep agency $2. The clos- 
ing bid for oil certificates was $2.35, with 
sales at that price. 

Findlay, O., April 15.—[Special.]—Ohio oil 
was advanced another ten cents this morn- 
ing. The worst kind of an oil boom has 
struck this city, where the Standard does its 
principal purchasing for the heart of the oil 
territory of Wood, Hancock, and Sandusky 
Counties. 

Toledo, O., April 15.—Ohio crude oil ad- 
vanced ten cents today. North of Lima is 
now $1.17; -South of Lima, $1.15, and 
Indiana $1.05. 

It is given out here todhy that the Stand- 
ard Vil company will make this point the 
loading point for the oil barges it is building | 
at West Superior, Wis. At first it was 
thought Whiting, Ind., would be chosen. 

Bradford, Pa., April 15.—Not since the 
memorable Cherry Grove boom has Brad- 
ford been the scene of such excitement. 
Field operations are brisk, and the oil-well 
supply firms cannot fill their orders. Five 
barrel territory is bringing fabulous prices, 
and old-timers are dumfounded. The hills 
are dotted with new derricks, and territory 
which has been considered dry is being 
drilled in the hope of finding a lower sand. 

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—Brokers 
believe the advance in oil will start pros- 
pecting in Virginia, New Jersey, and Mis- 
souri, and in several Atlantic coast States. 
Aside from the scarcity of oil, the valuable 
by-products, such as wax, paraffine, tar,etc., 
are also in short supply, and it is chiefly to 
secure them that the prospectors through- 
cut the oil-producing districts are devoting 
their energies The advance in margins has 
kept pace with the price of spot or cash oil. 
Nive days ago. only 10 cents a barrel was 
asked and $100 for 1,000 barrels; today the 
margin is above 50 cents a barrel. Many 
private holders of certificates, it was learned 
today, have been waiting for this turn in the 
market since 1885. ' 


CONTRACTS. 


Committee at Toledo, O., Reports the Re- 
sults of Its Investigations. 

Toledo, O., April 15.—[{Special.]—The In- 
vestigating committee reported today that 
in connection with the erection of the new 
court-house contracts involving thousands 
of dollars were let without competition for 
sums largely in excéss of what the same 
work could have been let for. It is also 
found that a new set of specifications was 
substituted for the original after the bids 
for the construction of the court-house had 
been recelved, and without the knowledge of 
any of the competitors excepting T. B. 
Townsend, to whom the contract was let. 
It has been found that the Auditor has been 
drawing fees illegally for drawing warrants 
for money to be paidintothetreasury. The 
committee finds ex-Auditor Wilson. alone 
has drawn in illegal fees and overcharges, 
not including the amounts established by 
custom, over $2,400 which belongs to the 
county “and should be refunded by him. A 
great number of small irregularities are 
charged,

Leagcuc appeared before the board 
yesterday. The Commissioners one by one 
jeft the room W hile Judge Tuley, Chairman 
of the committee which .the board had in- 
yited to eonfer with it, was reading the bill 
whieh had been drafted for the introduc- 
tion of the merit system for county em- 
Pexy, Sigmund Zeisler, and John H. Ham- 
ine. John W. Ela was present also. The 

manner in which the County Commission- 
ers opposed the civil service reform bill, is 
gaid to have been decided upon at a caucus 
in Committee Clerk Gestefeld’s office just 


pefore the board meé@ting. 

When the board met Commissioner Kunst- 
man suggested that the Civil Service com- 
mittee be heard, and Judge Tuley explained 
the bill to them. He insisted that the com- 
mittee had no interest in the contest be- 
tween the County Commissioners and the 
president’ of the board; but that the civil 
gervice law was put in as an amendment to 
the Crawford bill to facilitate its passage 


through the Legislature. 

Commissioner Allen said that while he 
favored civil service reform he thought the 
pill should not place so much power with the 
president. He then read a draft of a bill 
which he is preparing providing for the ap- 
pointment of attendants to the insane and 
urses in the hospitals. Then Commissioner 
-Kuatsman wanted the bill read. Judge 
Tuley read the original Crawfoyd Dill, and 
Kuntsman moved that Section 7, which 

yes the President of the board the power 
to appoint heads of departments be stricken 
Commissioner Cunning said 

was opposed to the whole bill. He said it 
ified the expenditure of $20,000. He said 

President Healy had not consulted any 
member of the board and evidently was try- 
ing to have the bill become a law without 
the knowledge of the board. Then he ridi- 
euled the principles of civil service, although 
protesting that he favored it. 


Struckman Scoffs at Examinations. 

Commissioner Struckman followed in the 
game vein. He said he did not believe civil 
*gervice would be effective or beneficial, and 
that the heads of departments made the ap- 
pointments, and that was as good an ar 
rangement as he desired. He also scoffed 
at the idea of holding examinations. 

Mr. Zeisler said the committee was there 
simply to find out whether the members of 
the board desired a continuation of the 
spoils system or favored the inauguration 
of the merit system. He denied the asser- 
tion made by Commissioner Struckman 
that the bill as proposed by the Civil Ser- 
vice Reform League called for the expendi- 
ture of $20;000., 

Judge Twiey denied that the league had 

tried to have the law passed without the 
full knowledge and consent of the Commis- 
sioners, and said if the board was opposed 
to civil service reform it should say so, and 
then the Civil Service Reform League would 
go to Springfield and try to have the bill be- 
come a law in the face of the yo pen of 
the Commissioners. 
missidners protested that they were ar- 
dent supporters of the civil service reform 
idea, and Commissioner. Kunstman asked 
that the bill prepared by the league be read 
section by section. Judge Tuley began to 
read. It was soon called to his attention 
by Mr. Zeisler that the Commissioners were 
leaving the room, Commissioners Kunst- 
‘man, Mack, Allen, and Healy alone re- 
mained. Commissioner Allen made a mo- 
tion that the board indorse the bill prepared 
by the league, and the four Commissioners 
named voted to sustain the motion. Several 
the other Commissioners came into the 
room while the roll was being called, but re- 
fused to answer to their names. 

A short conference was then held between 
Mr. Healy and the members of the Civil 
Service committee, and it was decided to 
zo to Springfield and try to secure the pass- 
age of the bill without further attempts to 
get the support of the Commissioners. All 
of the members of the committee were crst- 
fatien at the manner in which the members 
of the board had treated them:

SIMMONS MAY RACE WITH DR. RICE. 
The Temporarily Suspended Animal Rein- 
stated—Joseph Murphy in Chicago. 

The horse Simmons was reinstated yester- 
day by the committee of the Turf Congress 
appointed to inquire into its ownership. His 
supposed owner, Tom Walsh, was outlawed 
for racing on the Madison track in January 
and February, contrary to the rules of the 
Congress. Joseph A. Murphy of the Harlem 
track, W. G. Harding, St. Louis Jockey club, 
and Edward E. Hopper, Latonia, formed the 
committee. Mr. Murphy, who is presiding 
judge and Secretary of the Harlem Racing 
Association, returned from the New Orleans 
track yesterday. He was joined here by 
Mr. Harding. ‘Angelo Cella and Louis J. 
Cella made affidavits that they were the 
sole owners of Simmons. On this evidence 
Messrs. Murphy and Harding reinstated the 
horse and telegraphed to Hopper to have 
him concur in the decision. The Cellas 
signed an agreement that Walsh shoulc€ 
have nothing to do with handling the horse, 
which will be allowed to start in all the 
stakes for which he has been entered on 
Turf Congress tracks. 

‘“* There seems to be an impression that 
Simmons was outlawed by the Turf Con- 
gress,’’ said Mr. Murphy, ‘** but such is not 
the case. The St. Louis people were simply 
asked to postpone the match between Sim- 
mons and Dr. Rice to be run in St. Louis 
next Saturday until Simmons’ ownership 
should be determined. I met C. C. Maffitt, 
President of the St. Louis Jockey club, in 
St. Louis yesterday, and he said in the event 
of Simmons being reinstated the match with 
Dr. Rice would probably be dealared off and 
@ three-cornered race between Simmons, Dr. 
Rice, and Yo Tambien arranged in its place. 
He said Chris Smith had practically consent- 
ed to ship the mare to St. Louis. 

‘* A report was started in the papers today 
that the Turf Congress had adopted.a rule 
that no breeder should act in any capacity 
on a race, whether as judge or starter, and 
that therefore Ferguson would not be eligi- 
ble to start horses on Turf Congress tracks. 
Now, the rule is that no breeder shall act in 
an official capacity in a race in which he 
owns the sire or dam of any horse il such 
race.”’ 

Mr. Murphy said the Harlem folks are get- 
ting ready for their opening May 13, and are 
receiving applications for stable room every 
day. A letter was received yesterday from 
James A. Keene asking when the Nationa! 
Derby’ would be run. That event will take 
place June 22. Mr. Murphy said the best 
horsemen at Memphis would come directly 
to Chicago, except Chris Smith, who will 
take his stable first to St. Louis and come 
here later. 

* Yo Tambien is looking well,’’ he said, 
“and as fit to race.as ever. Maid Marian 
also looks well. Henry Young is probably 
the best horse in training at Memphis. Cash 
Day is also good. A quarter crack it hadin 
his hoof has grown out almost entirely. E. 
C. Headley’s colt, Béau Ideal, known to be 
about the best colt there,has an imperfection 
on the left foreleg which may eventually 
stop him.’’

Strongly Backed by His Owners and the 
Public, His Victory, an Easy One, Hits 
the Books Har@er than That of Any 
Other Conid Huve Done=—Sister Mary 
and Rey El Santa Anita Break Track 
Records=F iorella Wins S*.

Memphis, Tenn., April 15.—{Special.}— 

This was a memorable day in the history of 

racing at Montgomery Park. Not only was 

a crowd of 10,000 drawn out to witness the 

running of the sixth Tennessee Derby but 

more than two of the track records were 
lowered during the afternoon by acknowl- 
edged eyuine stars. The grand stand was 
packed and the club-house was alive with 
society’s shining lights. 

The field that went to the post for today’s 
derby was the poorest in the history of the 


stake. It was, however, a well balanced 
field figuring from the 2-year-old form or 


ubsence of form of its several candidates, 
and was a great betting race, four of the six 
starters having strong support. Even Pat 
Dunne’s maiden candidate, Jovial, had con- 
siderable backing, leaving Prince alone to 
run for the books. 

Fandango had the strongest backing and 
at post time was favorite, his odds-having 
been hammered down a point from the 
opening, 3 to 1, while G. B. Morris and. Ben- 
nett’s entry, Gath and Ringmaster, who 
had opened on equal terms at 2 tol, went 
back a little. 

The race proved to be a tame one as faras 
first money was concerned, Fandango, last 
to leave the post, headed Gath in the run to 
the half and put daylight between himself 
and Bennett’s horse. Approaching the hill 
Martin took a double wrap on his mount, 
allowing Gath to race at his side until 
straightened for home, when the favorite 
drew away and won in a, gallop, Ed Corri- 
gan getting one point nearer to landing the 
Tennessee event by reaching second place 
with G. B. Morris. 

The race was worth $4,060 to the winner, 
a bay gelding by Farandole-Fidele, who was 
hought by his present owner, M. Orth, from 
the Avondale Stable last spring at Louis- 
ville for $5,000. He proved a disappoint- 
ment as a 2-year-old, succeeding in landing 
only one purse at Latonia.

Aldermen proved, a Republican landslide. 
Edgar M. Heafer, Rep., for Mayor was elected 
over John W. Wyckoff, Dem., by a majority 
of about 1,500, the largest ever given in this 
city for any party, All of the Republican 
Aldermen were elected.. John F. Dixon was 
elected in the Fifth Ward by a majority of 
17. This is the first time in the history of 
the city that the Fifth Ward has gone Repub- 
lican. There were four tickets in the field, 
but the Populists and, Prohibitionists polled 
light vates. The Council will now stand 
eleven Republican and one Democratic Al- 
derman, Costello, a holdover in the Fifth, 
with the Mayor Republican. There is great 
rejoicing in the city tonight over the great 
Republican victory. 

Aurora, Ill., April 15.—j Special. ]—The hot- 
test and most bitter municipal campaign ever 
held in Aurora closed tonight. It has been 
the custom to hold a Non-Partisan People’s 
convention for the nomination of city officers. 
This year L. K. Scott, a prominent dry goods 
merchant, started out early to secure the 
nomination for Mayor. Then the reforné 
wave struck Aurora and a strong opposition 
party was formed for the purpose of downing 
what they called “the gang.”” The People’s 
party nominated Mr. Scott and the Citizens’ 
party ex-Mayor George Meredith. Both are 
exemnplary men, but notwithstanding that 
there has been much abuse of each. Both 
sides claim the election. 

Peoria, Ili., April 15.—[Special. |—Al!d. 
James KR. Mann tonight addressed an enthusi- 
astic meeting in support of William M. Allen, 
the regula: Republican nominee for Mayor.

WISCONSIN ARBITRATION BILL PASSES 
Labor Dispute Bill Now Goes 
Governor. 
Madison, Wis., April 15.—[Special.]~—The 


to the 


Senate this afternoon passed the O'Neill 
arbitration bill, which has passed the As- 
sembly. The bill provides for the settlement 


of labor disputes by a commission, of three, 
who shall each receive $5 a day and expen- 
ses while actually engaged in their duties. 
They are not given the power to enforce 
their decisions. The law is in many respects 
similar to that in operation in Massachu- 
setts. An Assembly bill providing for 
licensing street car companies was con- 
curred in by the Senate. It provides thata 
license of 1 per cent on the gross receipts 
up to $250,000 be charged; above that 14, 
per cent until the $500,000 mark is reached, 
when 2 per cent shall be charged. This 
license fee is to be paid in leu of other taxes.

LABOR PROBLEM’S RELIGIOUS SIDE, 


The Rev. Mr. Heron Delivers a Sensational 
Sermon at San Franci«co. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 15.—The Rev. 
George Db. Heron, D. D.. professor of ap- 
plied theology in Iowa College, Grinnell, 
la., made a sensational address on the topic 
of “‘ Church and the Workingman ”’ in Cen- 
tral Methodist Church in this city yester- 
day afternoon.

North Harvey has reached a high degree of 
‘municipal excitement. At 9 o’clock last 
night S. F. Swantes, President of the Board 
of Trustees, was under arrest. J. C. Biood- 
good, contractor, who is charged with éollus- 
ion with the Village Board for special assess- 
ment contracts, has a broken nose, and the 
whole Village Board has been enjoined by 
Judge Horton from passing any more im- 
provement ordinances. (Che facts appear to 
be: : 

J. C. Bloodgood and Eugene Hoag are 
buiiders andgcontractors living in North Har- 
vey. The North Harvey Village Board has 
passed numerous ordinances providing for 
the improving of Sangamon, Clinton, Des- 
plaines, and other streets by special assess- 
ment. The villagers say the improvements 
are unnecessary, reckiess, and are tanta- 
mount to a confiscation of their property. 
There is said to be practically no 
difference in the conditions attaching to the 
improvement ordinances and that the sureties 
and. terms of agreement with contractors 
Hoag and Bloodgood are alike worthless and 
prejudicial to the interest of taxpayers. Hoag, 
it is said, abandoned some of his improve- 
ment contracts after securing warrants on the 


- village, and the Board of Trustees made new 


contracts for work included under and dis- 
charged by payment on the old contracts, 

A petition for injunction on prayer of P. M. 
Guild and Marion B. Baxter has been granted 
restraining the Board of ‘Trustees and the 
Treasurer from paying over money or issu- 
ing warrants to Joseph C. Bloodgood 
Or Eugene Hoag for work on 

_ ptreeta. The injunction makes the 
following parties defendants: S. F. Swantes, 
President of the North Harwey Board of Trus- 
tees; Charlies E. Taylor, Clerk;. Frank De La 
Mater, Treasurer; J. N. Shumard, W. W. 
Gernsey, P. C. Ward, Allen Winans, E. D. 
Stone, William Murden, Trustees; J. C. 
Bioodgood, Eugene Hoag, contractors. The 
injunction holds untii April 26 and has for its 
effect the practical tying up of the board as 
regurds improvement ordinances. 

The North Harvey village election. takes 
place today.

Yesterday Bloodgood was assaulted by a 
woman who struck him in the face with a 
slingshot composed of a stocking and an in- 
closed stone. Bloodgood’s nose is broken 
and eye blackened. ‘lhe cause of the. assault 
is said to have been in connection witha 
**sanitarium’’ where alleged colonists are re- 
ported to be ** boarding.’’ 


By vote of 256 to 175 the Village of Harvey | 


yesterday declared for city organization. 
Some weeks ago an election was heid looking 
to city organization, but, having been con- 
ducted according to the repealed election law 
of 1875, was deelared void. Yesterday's vote 
settied beyond dispute Harvey’s title to 
civic promotion. The total vote was 
444, thirteen bailots being rejected. The 
Viliage Board will meet Saturday night and~ 
give legal notice of election of a Mayer, City 
‘Wlerk, City Attorney, City Treasurer, and 
‘Marshal. The new city will embrace fn area 
of something over two equare miles. The 
population of Harvey is 4,500, The city will 
be divided into four wards and wiil be 
represented by eight Aldermen. The Major’s 
term will be two years instead of one as un- 
der the village organization. The ward rep- 
resentation will meet the complaints of resi- 
dénts of West Harvey, ** Michigan,’ and other 
sections of the village, who maintain that the 
present Village Board represents only one- 
fourth of the village. The most prominent 
candidates for Mayor are Peter B. Lamb, Dr. 
T. A. Stevenson, and William Lostetter. 
Lamb thas twice been President of Harvey 
Village Boards and was formerly the Harvey 
manager of the Harvey Land Association. As 
a “liberal’’ on the prohibition question his 
candidacy would be bitterly opposed by the 
cold-waterites. Stevenson and Lostetter rep- 
resent the Republican-Prohihition and the 
Citizens’-Democratic combinations respect- 
ively. Yesterday’s election was a virtual vic. 
tory for the Prohibitionists, who assert their 
ability to elect a City Council which will not 
disturb Harvey’s prohibitory ordinance. 
Evergreen Park is in the throes of an ex- 
citing election today, and charges and coun- 
ter charges are being hurled with all the 
recklessness of municipal politicians.’ One 
month ago, according to the Republicans, 
two candidates for reélection imported for- 
ty-five so-called laborers into the quiet pre- 
cincts of Ewergreen Park. Judge Tuthill 
enjoined the Town Board against employing 
them, but the forty-five, who hold the bal- 
ance of municipal power, have continued to 
reside in the village. Saturday nineof them 
became frightened at the legal steps taken 
by’ the opponents of the present board and 
fied. The rejoicing of the Republicans was 
short-lived, however, for early yesterday 
morning nine more came to take their places 
as citizens of Evergreen Park, and will, it 
is claimed, try to vote in their places today. 
This the Republicans are determined to pre- 
vent. A Justice of the Peace will be on hand 
from a neighboring town and as many of 
the forty-five as attempt to vote will be ar- 
rested by constables and taken before the 
Justice. Dark and dire are the hints dropped 
as to the fate of all who may face the court 
today. ‘ 


"PHONES RATTLED BY A TROLLEY, 


Van Buren Street Electric Line Making 
Trouble for the In«truments. 
Since the new trolley line 6n Van Buren 
sptreet was started last week the telephones 
in that part of the city are practically use- 
less. All the ’phones within several blocks 
in all directions are affected, and many of 
them cannot bé used at all while the trolley 
@ars are in operation. Whenever a new 
electric line is started the telephone com- 
pany is forced to put “‘ return” wires in the 
street. The old plan of “‘ grounding ’’ the 
wires at each telephone connection will not 
work. All the gas and water pipes in the 
. street become charged with the strong cur- 
rent which escapes from the rails. The 
** metallic circuit,”’ or long-distance ’phones,. 
are not affected, but those depending on the 
old system will be almost useless until re- 
‘turn wires can be putin. This will require 
some days. 
Every new electric street car line means 
no end of bother to the public and a big item 
Sof expense for the telephone people. It is 
estimated that the changes made necessary 
by the trolley lines built and building will 
cost the Chicago Telephone company $100,- 
000. Over $20,000 has been spent already to 
repair the damage done on the South and 
West Sides. The courts have decided that 
the telephone company have no recourse 
from the railway people. 

Along Van Buren street from Halsted 
Street west there are twenty 'phones which 
worked badly or did not work at all yester- 
day. Complaints have been pouring into 
the manager's office for several days, anda 
double force of repair men is kept busy. 

General Manager Hibbard of the Chicago 
Telephone company explained the situation 
yesterday as fofiows: 

_ “An electric current which is conducted by 
a wire off to a distance from the power- 
house where it is generated always tries to 
get back again by some other route. The 
electric cafcompanies generally let the cur- 
rent return by way of their rails, and where 
the connection is not perfect by the rails the 
current spreads out into the adjacent 
ground. In the case of the West Van Buren 
Street line, if the power-house were situated 
at one end of the street, the waste electricity. 
would rema&in in the middle of the street 
near the tracks. « But as the temporary 
wer-house is located six .miles up the 
orth Branch this waste Salen a at- 
tempts to get back home crossots, especial- 
ly along the gas-pipe and water-pipe sys- 
tems. But as all the telephone wires end in 
. the ground near these pipes the waste gets 
into them and they are rendered useless for 
telephone purposes. ; 

» evil would be abated anyway, a 
ygmonth from now, by the opening of the new 
power-house out on West Van Buren street. 
But we will not wait for that. We are run- 
ning a wire out on that street which is to be 
a common return wire for all our telephones 
in that vicinity. This work will be completed 


in a week or ten days. We have had the 
same trouble in Yards, Oakland, Lake View, 
and a part of West, and the improvements 
rendered ‘necessary have already cost us 
$20,000. According to legal decisions in 
other parts of the country, we have no re- 
course against the electric car company.” 


JUDGES TO FIGHT FOR FRESH AIR, 


Combination to Force the County Board to 
Make Court-Rooms Sanitary. 

The Judges of the Circuit, Superior, Coun- 
ty, and Probate Courts yesterday signed an 
agreement that when one of their number 
refuses to sit in a court-room which is inan 
unsanitary condition no other Judge will 
take the room thus vacated. Several of the 
Judges, among them Tuley and Horton, 
have announced their determination to leave 
the Court-House if the ventilation and 
plumbing are not attended to, The agrec- 
ment is to prevent Judges who are without 
eourt-rooms of their own from taking the 
rooms which are abandoned. The agreec-

CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY’S GOOD WORK. 


Report Made to the Fifth Annual Meeting 
Is Encouraging. 

As shown in a report made to the fifth an- 
nual meeting held yesterday at the Palmer 
House, the Children’s Aid Society of this city 
is doing much good work. Oct. 8 last year it 
became an auxiliary to the National Chil- 
dren’s Home Society, and from April 15, 
1804, to that time twenty-five homeless, des- 
titute children were taken in and twenty- 
three were placed in good homes. Places 
were also found for forty-two mothers with 
their children, and the total number cared 
for during the six months reached 110. From 
Oct. S to April 1 of this year ninety-eight 
children were received, 143 were placed, and 
homes found for twenty mothers with their 
children. The total receipts for the year 
ending April 15 were $12,860, disbursements 
$12,372, leaving a balance of $4906. Reports 
were read from officers connected with the 
auxiliary line of work. Some of the clubs of 
boys and girls have been transferred to the 
Armour Library Association. Miss Kath- 
erine L. Sharp, director in charge, reported 
a gratifying extension of the work, four 
flourishing libraries being located in the 
Stock-Yards district, besides others at Union 
avenue and Thirty-fifth street, Poplar ave- 
nue and Thirty-first street, South Clark and 
Polk streets, Halsted and Congress streets, 
two at Division street and Milwaukee ave- 
nue, and one at Harlem. Miss Grace Stan- 
ley, an assistant in the Cushing Kindergar- 
ten, who has charge of the boys’ circulating 
library at Gross Park, reported great im- 
provement in the members. The Cushing 
Kindergarten—supported entirely by Mrs. 
Cassie S. Cushing of Highland Park—is con- 
tinued this year at an expense of $1,000, 
Miss Cora M. Webber, the secretary, report- 
ed an enlargement of the work, with an 
average attendance of twenty. During the 

‘last year 1,832 children have been cared for. 
Mrs. John Hoxie, the treasurer, stated that 
$1,846 had been received and $1,352 disbursed, 
leaving a balance April 1 of $593.

RATES CUT TO PIECES. 


WESTERN PASSENGER SITUATION 
WORSE THAN EVER KNOWN. 


~~ 


Matters Seem to Be Worse at Other Points 
than in ChicagomAt Kansas City One 
Line Has Stocked the Market with Un- 
limited Tickets and Rates Between the 
Missouri and Chicago Are Low=Tickets 
Used Are Marked “Exchange”=—Other 
News of the Rallroads. 


The Western passenger situation is be- 
coming more seriously involved each day. 
lt is evident there will have to be a complete 
reorganization of affairs before rates are 
restored, and signs indicate a sharp war of 
rates. Everything points to the formation 
of two new associations in the territory of 
the Western Passenger Association when 
the ‘settlement is finally made, as the West- 
ern Passenger Association territory seems 
too large. The opinion seems to be becom- 
ing general that it would be better to divide 
the territory on the line of the Missouri Riv- 
er, forming a new association for the ter- 
ritory between Chicago and the Missouri 
and another association for the trans-Mis- 
souri territory. 

“Western passenger matters are more 
demoralized than I have ever seen them,’’ 
said an official of one of the prominent lines 
yesterday. ‘‘ The situation seems worse 
everywhere else than at Chicago. There is 
nothing left but to meet the cuts,” 


Great Number of Tickets Put Out. 

At Kansas City one line between the 
Missouri River and the West has stocked 
the market with unlimited tickets, a large 
number of which have been purchased by 
one of its competitors for future use. East- 
bound rates, by the manipulation of mile- 
age, have been cut between the Missouri 
River and Chicago to about $9. This is the 
figure’ which is being charged now by bro- 
kers for Chicago tickets, as against the 
$12.50 rate. The rates between Kansas City 
and St. louis, where all lines are actively 
engaged in the scalping business, are being 
cut so there is little profit in the business. 
The tickets which are used are marked “ ex- 
changed,’’ and it is claimed to be simply a 
ruse to get around the issuance ofa straight 
ticket and for the purpose of presenting 
evidence should it ever come to light that 
exchange orders were used for the sale of 
such tickets, in order to cover up the man- 
ner in which these deals are being handled 
by the brokers. West-bound tickets, which 
were on sale yesterday to Denver and re- 
turn at S17, are being sold by one of the lines 
without any going limit. These tickets will 
probably be picked up on the market after 
the recognized date of sale. 

It is claimed New York rates are being 
seriously disturbed, both at Kansas City 
and git points west, and that the regular 
rates are being cut 8$5 or $. The Hutchin- 
son and Southern railroad company, which 
is in the hands of the United States Court, 
is endeavoring to do most of the ticket busi- 
ness of other lines, for which it has«re- 
cently been boycotted by the lines directly 
out of Hutchinson. It is said to have 
‘stocked a broker in Kansas City with skele- 
ton tickets, by which he is endeavoring to 
do considerable business in connection with 
lines running east from Kansas City, large- 
ly on ee order scheme, , 

Baggage Regulations Broken. 

The baggage regulations Which were re- 
cently put into effect by General Mdnager 
Nettleton of the Fort Scott road, and who 
has charge of the Union Depot at Kansas 
City, are also being grossly violated in the 
checking of baggage to Denver, the scalp- 
ers using tickets which are in their stock 
for such purposes, . 

The east-bound rates from Los Angeles 
are seriously disturbed by the use of cir- 
cuitous route tickets, and these rates will 
undoubtedly be met through the same agen- 
cies by which such tickets are now manipu- 
lated.. The situation from Colorado east- 
bound is equally as bad as that at Kansas 
City. While reduced rate tickets have been 
purchased in the Chicago market west- 
bound, the disturbance here is not so great 
as at other points, but throughout the East 
tickets are being manipulated through bro- 
kers’ offices to such an extent that they now 
seem to be doing a large part of the traffic. 


RECEIVER A. F. WALKER RETURNS. 


Back from a Trip Over the Santa Fe Lines 
Extending to California. 

Receiver Aldace F. Walker of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé returned yester- 
day from a trip over the lines of that system 
extending to California. There were in- 
cluded in the party Edward King, President 
of the Union Trust company of New. York, 
who represented ‘the Reorganization com- 
mittee, and several of the officers of the 
road. “Our trip was in every way a satis- 
factory one,’’ said Receiver Walker yester- 
day. ‘‘We found the road in excellent phys- 
ical condition, and people along the line are 
hopeful regarding future business. There is 
not a road in the West, however, which 
could not do twice the amount of business 
it is now doing. The future hinges almost 
wholly on the crops, and there is no use 
speculating about them this early in the sea- 
son.: Western men feel encouraged by the 
advance in the price of cattle, but this ad- 
vance will not help the railroads much if 
they do not have the cattle to haul. ; There 
seems tobe no doubt about a shortage of 
cattle through the West. For a while the 
cattle business was overdone and now the 
pendulum seems to have swung the other 
way. The general outlook for affairs in the 
West, however, shows some improvement.”
